fTORACE.WALPOLE  wastheyoung-  refpe&ing  Roufleaiit  whom  He  ven* 

e(t  foti  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  tured  to  ftyle  'a  mountebank.'  He 
the  favourite  minifter  of  two  fuccef-  fecms  to  have  returned  from  hts  tra- 
five  kings.  The  chief  provifion  of  vc!s  in  1741,  and  refided  with  his 
young  Horace  arofe  from  the  patent  father  for  fome  years.  He  firft  ap- 
places  conferred  on  him  by  his  father,  peared  as  an  autlior  in  1  746,  when  he 
JHis  education  was  Uti^ly  fuperin-  wrote  the  Beauties,  an  epitlle  to  Mr 
tended  ;  and,  when  be  had  made  a  Eckardt  the  painter,  and  the  humor*

During  his  refidenoe  at  thu  delight^ 
ful  fpoty  which  he  greatly  adorned) 
vaiting  the  Gothic  architedure  and 
wiamcats  with  every  modern  acorn- 
modation*  he  fpent  a  life  of  literary 
leifure,  in  which,  if  he  did  not  enjoy 
perpetual  funfhme,  the  clouds  were 
fugitive,  and  the  ftorms  flight  and 
traniitory.  He  occafionally  experieo^ 
ccd  the  (Kafta  of  env^,  and  the  fneert 
of  malignity ;  but,  if  he  erred,  his 
heart  icems  never  to  have  been  in 
£uilt.    When  the  miniftry.  wifbed  to 
curtail  the  too  laviihaatiooal  expendi- 
ture, Mr  Walpole  was  ready  to  j^ive 
J       every  afliftance  from  his  cffiices,  and 
to  facrificc  any  pjft  of  the  income 
that  might  be  required.  Even  in  the 
unfortunate  application  of  Chatter- 
too,  he  feems  to  have  aded  with  deli* 
cacj  and  upriehtaftfi* 

A  long  dcfoted  to  Uterary 
purfuitSy  rendered  Mr  Walpole  an 
objcd  of  curiofityaud  refpe^.  His 
mind  was  bold,  comprehcnfire,  and 
original.  As  he  tfioiight  for  himfrlf, 
and  copied  neither  ideas  nor  language, 
each  affumed  a  peculiarity,  which, 
though  fometimc9  qunint,  was  rarely 
inelegant  or  unpleafing.  He  could 
harrow  up  the  foul  to  the  *  Myifteri- 
ottf  Mother  :'  but  playful  and  fpright- 
ly  poetry  niiia  a  weapon  too  light  for 
lua  nervous  arm.  In  the  walk*  how- 
ever, of  grave  farcaftic  humour  and 
ironical  pleafaatryi  he  was  equalled 
only  by  Swift. 

In  clafRcal  knowledge,  in  the  re- 
gions of  tatle,  and  the  more  rugged 
paths  of  antiquity,  his  attainments 
were  coniiden|ble»  On  the  Utter  fub- 
jc^  he  wrote  copcoufly  i  and  he  fel- 
dom  had  the  ill  or  good  fortune  to 
pifs  unobfervedy  or  toefcape  without 
cenfure  or  oppofition.  In  thefe  fitua- 
tions  he  condix^fd  himfelf  with  a 
manly  dignity^  neither  dildaining  de- 


fence, nor  retorting  with  captioiii 
petulance.  In  his  replies,  ri  confcioua 
iuperiority  is  conlpicuous,  and  a  dig- 
nity, little  calculated  for  conciliating 
his  anUgoniils,  predomii^es.  Thai 
an  author'fo  original  fliould  befeme* 
times  a  manneritl,  and  fometimes  pre- 
judiced, may  be  tafily  fuppofed,  Wc 
muft  admit  both  thefe  imputations  ; 
yet  the  former  is  fcaicely  a  fault; 
and,  to  be  aware  of  the  latter,  is  fuii> 
Ecient  to  guard     ainil  its  e^^e^i.

Few  ineii  have  been  bom  with  a 
brighter  ihow  of  parts:  few  iqen  have 
beftowed  more  cultivation  on  their 
natural  endowments ;  and  the  world 
hasfeldom  been  more  juft  in  its  ad* 
miration  both  of  genuine  and  im- 
proved talents.

ly fo  unfortunate  as  to  behold  a  total 
mifcarriage  of  his  le£kurc8,  but  the 
fyllcrn  itfclf  appeared  fo  fnpcrlicial, 
fo  tniiing,  aud  fo  tllaud.ible,  that 
mankind  began  to  wonder  at  what 
they  had  admired  in  the  prece[  tor, 
and  to  queftion  whether  the  didator 
of  fuch  tinfel  injun^ions  had  really 
poflelfed  thofe  brilliant  qualiiicationi 
which  had  fo  long  maintained  him

We  foond,  fays  Mr  C«>11in»,  the 
natives  about  Botarir  Ba}*,  Port  Jack- 
fon,  and  Broken  Bay,  living  in  lhat 
ftate  of  nature  which  muft  have  been 
Ctiinmon  to  all  men  prcvi*  us  to  ihetr 
uniting  in  rocicty,  and  acknowledg- 
ing but  one  authority.    Thefe  peo- 
ple are  diftributcd  into  famtlieSf  the 
bead  or  feulor  of  which  t%wSt%  com- 
pliance  from  the  reft.    In  our  early 
intcrcourre  with  them  (and  indeed 
^       at  a  much  later  period,  on  our  meeting 
vilh  families  to  whom  we  weic  un- 
known )  we  were  always  accofted  by 
the  pt  1  foil  who  appcare  1  to  be  the 
eldeil  of  the  party,  while  the  wo- 
men, youths,  aad  children,  were  kept 
at  a  diftance.   The  word  that  in  their 
laoguag^e  fignifies  father,  was  applied 
to  their  old  men  ;  and  when»  afier 
fome  tunCf  and  by  clofe  obfervation, 
they  perceived  the  author  ty  with 
which  governor  PhiUip  ron.nunded, 
and  the  obedience  wlach  he  txjfftrd, 
they  beftowed  on  him  the  diflinguiiii- 
ing  apell.ition  of  Bc-anna,  or  father. 
This  title  being  conferred  falely  on 
him  (although  they  perceived  the 
authority  of  matters  over  their  fer- 
vants)  places  the  true  fenCie  of  the  word 
beyond  a  doubt^  and  proves,  that  to 
ihofe  amon;^  them  who  cnj<>yed  that 
dillinttioDy  belonged  the  authority  of 
a  chief; 

When  any  of  thefe  came  into  the 
town,  we  have  been  immediately  in< 
formed  of  their  arrival,  and  they  have 
been  pointed  oui  to  .our  notice  in  a 
whifper,  and  with  an  eagemef«  of 
manner  which»  while  it  drew  our  at- 
tention, imprefled  us  with  anidea  that

Another  acceptation  of  the  word 
Bc-anna,  however,  fo<»n  became  evi- 
dent ;  for  we  obiervcd  it  to  be  fre- 
qnenily  applied  by  children  to  mea 
who  we  knew  had  not  any  chtldren 
of  their  own.    On  enquiry  we  wete 
informed,  that  in  cafe  a  father  (hould 
die,  the  neareft  of  kin,  or  fome  de- 
puted friend,  Winild  take  care  of  his 
cliildren  ;  and  for  this  rcafon  thofc 
children  ll vied 'htm  Be-anna,  thou^^h 
in  the  lifc-time  of  tluir  natural  pa- 
rent.   Tliis  Brn-nil'lon  (the  native 
who  was  fome  time  in  England)  con- 
firmed^ to  at  the  death  of  his  fitft 
wife,  by  coniigning  the  care  of  bis 
infant  daughter  Dil-boong  (who  at 
the  time  of  her  mother's  deceafe  wai 
at  the  breaft)  to  his  friend  governor 
PhilHp,  tellinjT  him  that  ht  was  to 
become  the  Be-anna,  or  father  of  his 
little  girl.     Here,  if  the  reader  pau- 
fc8  for  a  moment  tocorfider  the  dif- 
ference between  the  general  condu^ 
of  our  baptifmal  fponfors  (to  whoCe 
duties  this  cuftom  bears  nnch  refem- 
blasce)  and  the  humane  praftiee  of 
thefe  uncivilized  people,  will  not  the 
comparifon  fuffule  his  cheek  with 
fomething  like  fliame,  at  feeing  the 
cr(]i{r},tened   Chriftian  fo  diftant  i(\ 
tlie  race  of  humanity  by  the  untu- 
tored favage,  who  has  hillicrto  been 
the  objt^l;  of  his  pity  and  contempt? 
But  forry  am  I  to  recolltdt,  and  as  » 
faithful  nai^ator  to  be  impelled  to 
relate,  one  particular  in  thetrxuftoms,

If  tiiis  idea  of  the  immortality  of 
the  foul  fhoiild  cxcile  a  imile,  is  it 
more  extraordinary  than  the  b.lief 
which  obtains  among  fomt  of  us,  that 
at  the  lail  day  the  various  disjointed 
bones  of  men  {hall  6nd  out  each  its 
proper  owner,  and  be  reunited

The  young  people  who  refided  in 
€ur  houfes,  were  very  dcfnous  uf  go- 
ing to  church  on  Sundays,  but  kne  w 
not  f  >r  what  purpofe  we  alteijdcd.  I 
fiave  cfuii  feco  them  take  a  book. 
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and  with  much  fucccfa  imitate  the 
clergyman  in  his  manner,  (for  better 
and  readier  mimics  can  no  where  be 
found)  laughing  and  enjoying  the  ap- 
plaiife  they  rectived. 

I  remember  to  have  ften  in  a  newf-  . 
paper,  or  pamphlet,  an  account  of  a 
native  throwing  himfelf  in  the  way 
of  a  man,  who  was  about  to  (hoot  a 
crow ;  and  the  perfon  who  wrote  the 
account  drew  an  inference,  that  the 
bird  was  an  objtdt  of  wonhfp  :  but  I 
can  v.'ith  confidence  afiirm,  that  ft» 
far  from  dreadin*^  to  fee  a  crow  killed, 
they  are  veiy  foud  of  eating  it,  anil 
take  the  following  particular  method 
to  eofnare  that  bird :  a  native  will 
dretch  himfelf  on  a  rock,  as  if  afletp 
in  the  fun,  holding  a  piece  of  fiih  iu 
his  open  hand  ;  the  birdt  be  it  hawk 
or  crow,  feeing  the  prey,  and  not  ob- 
fciving  any  motion  in  the  native, 
pounces  on  tht;  hih,  aiui,  la  the  inllaat 
of  feizif'g  it,  ii  caught  by  the  native, 
who  fuou  thi  uws  haa  oa  the  fire,  and 
makes  a  meal  of  him. 

That  they  have  ideas  of  a  didioc- 
tipn  between  good  and  bad^  is  evident 
from  their  having  terms  in  their  lan- 
guage iignilicant  of  thefe  qualities. 
Thus,  the  lling-ray  was  it/^^-r^f,  bad^ 
it  was  a  fifli  of  which  they  never  ate, 
'1  he  paaia  go-rang  or  kangaroo  was 
hood-yer-re^  good,  and  thty  ate  it 
whet  ever  they  were  forturuie  ciiougli 
to  kill  one  of  thefe  animals.

In  tiie  mean  lime  the  clamour  with- 
out increaled,  and  infults  acUrtfTcd 
to  the  Q^een  were  diftitic^ly  heard  ; 
when  another  municipal  ofBcer  came 
in,  followed  by  four  men,  deputed  by 
the  populace  to  afcertaiQ  whetherihe 
royal  family  was  or  was  not  in  the 
Tower*  One  of  them,  accoutred,  in 
the  uniform  of  the  national  guards, 
with  two  epaulettes,  and  a  huge  fabre 
in  hifi  hand,  iufifted  that  the  priftmers 
(hould  (how  themiclves  at  the  win- 
dows, but  the  municipal  officers  would 
not  allow  it ;  upon  which  the  fellow 
fatd  to  tbe  ^een,  in  the  moft  inde- 
ceftt manner:  <*.They ^ant  to  keep 
yo6  'frcffti  feeing  dis  LambaUe's  bead» 
urbich  has  been  brought  yoo  that  you 
may  know  how  the  people  avenge 
themfelves  on  their  tyrants :  I  advife 
you  to  (how  yoiirfclf,  if  you  will  not 
have  thcni  conne  up  here.**  At  this 
threat  the  queen  fainted  away  :  I 
flew  to  fupport  her,  and  madame 
Elizabeth  afllfted  me  in  placing  her 
upon  a  chair,  while  bercbildten,  melt- 
ing into  tears,  endeavoured  by  their 
carefles  to  bring  her  to  berfelf«  The 
wretch  kept  looking  on,  and  the 
King,  with  a  firm  voice,  fatd  to  him :. 

We  nre  prepared  for  every  thing, 
Sir,  but  you  might  have  difpcnfed 
with  relating  this  horrible  difafter  lo 
the  queen."  Their  purpofc  bein^  ac- 
compliihed,  he  weui  away  wxlii  hu 
companibns. 

The  Qneen;  coming  to  berfdf, 
mingled'her  tears  with  tbbfe  of  ber 
children,  and  kll  the  family  removed 
to  madame  Elizabeth's  chamber, 
where  the  noifesof  the  mob  were  lefs 
heard.  I  remained  a  fhort  time  in 
the  Queen's,  and  looking  out  at  the 
ivindowi  through  the  blinds^  I  faw

bead:  The  perfon  that  carried  it 
was  mounted  on  the  rubbiih  of  fome 
houfes,  that  were  ordered  to  be  pul- 
led down  for  the  pu'rpofe  of  infula- 
ting  the  Tower :  another  Rood  be- 
hind htm,  holdint!^  the  heart  of  that 
unfortunate  pnnccls,  covered  with  • 
blood,  on  the  point  of  a  fabre.  !  he 
crowd  being  inclined  lo  force  ihe 
gate  of  the  Tower,  was  harangued 
by  a  roooicipalofficer,  nasned  Daujon^ 
aAd  I  very  diftindly  beard  bim  uy  x 
The  head  6f  Antoinette  does  not 
belong  to  you :  the  depcirtmeots  have 
their  refpedlive  rights  to  it ;  France 
hat  confided  thefe  great  culprits  to 
the  care  of  the  city  of  Paris  ;  and  ft 
is  your  part  to  offift  in  fecuring  lhera» 
until  the  national  juftice  takes  ven- 
geance for  the  people."  He  was 
more  than  an  hour  debating  with 
them  beforii~he  could  get  tbem  awa  j* 

At  a  fubfequent  period,  M.  Clery 
informs  us,  tbecharader  of  the  great- 
er part  of  the  municipal  officers  pick- 
ed out  for  the  Temple,  (hewed  what 

fort  of  men  had  been  employed  for 
the  revolution  of  the  loth  of  Augull, 
and  for  the  mailacrcs  of  the  fccond 
of  September. 

One  of  them,  named  James,  a 
teadber  of  the  £ngli(h  language,  took 
it  into  his  head  one  day  to  follow  the 
King  into  his  dofet,  and  to  fit  dbwA 
by  him.  His  majefty  mildly'  told 
him  that  there  his  colleagues  had  al- 
ways left  him  by  hirafclf ;  that  as  the 
dour  ftood  open  he  could  never  be 
out  of  hir,  fight,  but  that  the  room 
was  too  fmall  for  two.  Jamts  per- 
iiiied  in  a  hitrlh  and  brutal  manner  ; 
the  Kmg  was  forced  to  fubmit,  and 
giving  up  his  cottrfe  of  reading  for' 
that  day,  returned  to  bis  chamber* 
where  the  municipal oflGker  continued 
to  befet  him,  with  the  moft  tyranni* 
cal  fttperintcndance. 

One  morning,  when  the  King  a* 
rofc,  he  thought  the  commilTioner  ore

—Then  going  up  dole  to  hii  majef- 
t^,  with  bis  bat  oo  his  bead,  he  con- 
ttoard:>^'*.Nobod7  ba»  a  right  to 
meddle  with  it^  aod  jou  left  tbao 
any  one  elfc."  He  wat^nfoleot  the 
wbole  day.  I  have  fince  learnt  tbat 
bb  name  was  Meunier. 

Anothrr  commifnoner,  whofe  name 
was  Le  Clerc,  a  phyfician,  beiag  in 
the  Queen's  chamber  when  I  was 
teaching  the  prince  to  write,  inter- 
rupted him  t6  pronounce  a  difcourfe 
on  the  republican  education*  wbicb 
it  ' was  neoeflary  to  give  the  dauphinc* 
and  be  wanted  to  change  the  books 
be  was  Undying  for  wor^  of  the  moft 
revolutionary  nature. 

A  fourth  was  prefent,  whfn  the 
Queen  was  reading  to  her  children 
from  a  volume  of  the  hiftory  of 
France,  at  the  period  when  the  con- 
ftable  de  Bourbon  took  up  arms  a- 
gainft  France.  He  pretended  that 
the  Queen  meant  by  tbit  to  inftiU  in- 
to the  mind  of  her  fon  ideaa  of  vcn« , 
geance  againft  his  country,  and  laid  a 
nrmal  information  again (t  it  before 
the  council :  which  I  made  known 
to  her  majefty,  who  afterward?  fe- 
levied  fubje^s  that  could  not  be  taken 
hold  of  to  calumniate  her  intentions. 

A  man  named  Simon,  (hocmaker 
and  municipal  olliccr,  was  one  of  the 
fix  commiffioners  appointed  tp  infpeA 
the  works  and  expences  at  the  Tem- 
ple. He  was  the  only  one,  who, 
under  pretence  of  attending  rigidly 
to  his  duty^  never  quitted  the  Tower. 
This  man,  whenever  he  appeared  in 
the  prcfcnce  of  the  royal  family,  al- 
ways treated  them  with  the  wildell 
infolence  ;  and  would  frequently  fay 
to  uic,  fo  near  the  King  as  to  be 
heard  by  him  Clery,  a(k  Capet 
ifbeMaU  anj  thing,  that  1  WKphk 


have  the  trouble  of  coming  up  twice." 
I  was  obliged  to  anfwer  tbat  he  want* 
ed  nothing,  Thia  is  the  lame  Simon 
to  whofe  care  the  young  Louis  was 
afterwards  configned,  and  who,  by  a 
fyftematic  barbarity,  prolonged  the 
torments  of  that  amiable  and  unfor- 
tunate child  :  there  ib  alio  great  rca- 
fon  to  believe  that  be  was  the  inilru- 
ment  made  ufe  of  to  flmrten  bis  days. 

In  teaching  the  young  prince  to 
cypher,  I  had  made  a  multiplication 
table,  according  to  direAtons  given 
by  the  Queen,  which  a  municipal  of- 
ficer  pretended  was  a  means  (he  to<ik 
to  teach  her  ion  how  tocorrtlpond  by 
fecret  iigns>  and  he  was  obliged  to 
give  up  the  ftudy  of  arithmetic. 

The  fame  thing  had  happened  with 
refped  to  the  upeftiT»  which  tht 
Queen  and  madame  *£li(abetb  had 
worked  on  their  being  iirft  confined. 
Having  finilhed  fome  chair  backs*  the 
Qeen  ordered  me  to  fend  them  to  the 
diichefs  de  ^rent  ;  but  the  municipal 
officers,  whofe  leave  I  aiked,  thought 
that  the  defigns  contained  hicrogly. 
phics  for  the  purpofe  of  corrcfpond- 
ing,  and,  in  confequence,  obtained  an 
Older,  by  wfaidi  it  was  forbiddeo  to 
fuller  the  works  of  the  Qnccn  and 
prineefles  to  be  lent  out  of  ths 
Tower. 

There  were  ibme  of  the  municipal 
officers,  who  never  fpoke  of  any  of 
the  royal  family,  withnnt  tlie  addition 
of  the  moft  infulting  epithets.  One 
of  them,  named  Turlot,  one  day  faid 
in  my  hearing: — *  If  no  executioner 
could  be  found  to  guillotine  this  d^d 
fiimily,  I  would  gulUotine  them  my* 
felf.' 

When,  the  king  and  family  went 
to  walk,  they  had  to  pafs  by. a  num- 
ber of  centries,  of  which,  even  at  that 
period,  there  were  feveral  Rationed 
within  tlie  (mail  Tower.  1  he  ioldi- 
ers  on  duty  prefented  their  arms  to 
the  municipal  officers  and  command- 
ers of  the  legions,  but  when  the  king, 
approached  them,  tbeygromided  their 
firdbckt,  br  dnbbcd  them  ladicrdufiy* 

One 
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One  of  tKe  foldim  withio  wrote 
ooe  dty  on  the  king's  chamber  4kior»  > 
and  that  too  ott  the  iofide :  *  The 

rbUDe  is  permaoent.  and  ready 
Uie  tyrant  Louia  XVI.'  The 
kincr  read  the  word*,  which  T  made 
an  attempt  to  rub  out»  but  his  ma- 
jcfty  prevented  me. 

One  of  the  door-keeperB  of  the 
Tower,  whoCe  name  was  Rocher,  a 
man  of  a  bonrtd  figure,  accotttied  as  a 
pion<er»  with  loog  wbtlkersi  a  blaek 
Iiaii7  capt  a  huge  iabre,  and  a  belt, 
to  which  hung  a  bunch  of  great  keys, 
came  up  to  the  door,  when  the  king 
wanted  to  go  out,  but  did  not  open  it 
till  hitmajcfly  wa«  quite  clofe,  when, 
pretending  to  icarch  for  the  kty  a 
mong  the  many  he  had,  which  he 
rattled  in  a  terrible  manner,  he  de- 
ii^Dcdly  kept  the  royal  family  waiting, 
and  then-  drear  the  bolu  with  a  great 
datteff.  After  doiog  this,  .he  ran 
down  before  them,  and  fixing  himfelf 
oa  one  €de  of  the  laft  d6or,  with  a 
long  pipe  in  his  mouth,  puffed  the 
fumes  of  his  tobacco  at  each  of  the 
royal  family  as  thry  went  out,  and 
moll  at  the  Qiieen  and  princefTem, 
iiuiiic  nati filial  guards,  who  were  a- 
mulcd  with  thcfc  indignities,  came 
about  him,  burft  into  fits  of  laughter 
at  ever>'  pulF  of  fmoke,  and  ufed  the 
groffeft  laagaage  i  fome  of  them  went 
far  at  to  bring  chairs  from  the 
guard-room  to  fit  and  enjoy  the  fight, 
ohfiruaing  the  paffage,  of  ittelffufii* 
ciently  narrow. 

While  the  tamily  wcrcwalking,  the 
cng inters  aflVmbled  to  dance  and 
Uo^  ;  their  fongii  were  always  rcvo- 
IiitiOAary,  fometimes  alfa  obkcnc. 

On  the  ^th  of  Odober,  at  fix 
oVIock  at  night,  I  was  fummoned  to 
the  QDoacil  chamber,  where  I  found  a 
fcore  of  municipal  officenn  with  Ma» 
nuel  as  prefident,  who,  from  being  a 
foh'citor  to  the  commune,  was  be* 
come  a  member  of  the  national  con- 
vention :  the  fight  of  him  furprifcd 
alarmed  mc.    k  wa$  dueled  to 


rcmove»  that  ?ery  nightf  the  •rden 
ftill  worn  by  the  king,  fuch  8  8  thoiie 
of  St.  Louis,  and  the  Golden  Fleece  i 

his  majclly  no  longer  wore  that  of  the 
Holy  Ghoit,  which  had  been  fup- 
prtfT.  d  by  the  firft.  afTembly. 

I  repreicuted,  that  1  could  notdoit^ 
and  that  it  was  not  my  part  to  make 
the  decrees  of  the  council  knowii  to 
the  king.  1  hoped  by  this  to  gain 
time  to  break  it  to  his  majclly,  a^d  I 
perceived,  befides,  by  their  embarraff* 
meot,  that  they  were  then  aAin^ 
without  the  authority  of  any  decree 
either  of  the  convention,  oethecom^ 
mune.  Tht  commlfll  >ner&  were  un- 
willing to  go  up  to  the  king,  till 
Manuel  determined  ihcin  by  oiTcnnjjf 
to  go  with  theiTU  The  kii'g  was  fit- 
ting, and  engaged  in  reading.  Ma- 
nuel fpuke  £rft,  and  the  converfation 
which  followed  was  as  remarkal^cfor 
the  indecent  familiarity  of  the  deputy, 
as  for  the  temper  and  ferenity  of  the 
monarch.

There  were  others  of  the  munici- 
pal officers  who  had  the  moft  extra- 
vagant whims.  One  ordered  fome 
macaroons  to  be  broken  open  to  fee 
if  there  was  no  letter  concealed  in 
them.  Another,  on  the  la  me  pre- 
tence, had  feme  peaches  cut  before 
Ikimy  and  the  ftones  cracked.  A  third, 
one  day»  compelled  me  to  drink  tke 
effeace  oFfoap  prepared  for  /having 
the  king,  affeding  to  apprehend  it 
was  poifon.  After  dinner  and  fupper, 
madame  Elifabeth  ufcd  to  give  me  a 
gold-bladed  knife  to  clean,  which  the 
njunlcipal  officer  would  often  fnatch 
t>ut  of  my  hand,  to  examine  if  1  had 
not  nipt  fome  paper  into  the  (heath. 

Madame  Elifabeth  having  com- 
manded me  to  fend  a  book  of  devo- 
tions to  the  ducbefs  de  Scrent,  the 
municipal  officers  cut  off  t)»e  margins, 
for  fear  any  thing  fliould  have  been 
written  upon  them  with  a  fecrct  ink.

In  this  manutr,  obtaining  clcemo- 
fyiiary  fupport  from  the  ilioft  wretch- 
ed of  huaiao  beings,  he  waadercdfor 
thefpaceof  15  days,  direaing  his 
cx>arfe  nearly  Eaft  South  Eait,  in  the 
accomplifhmeni  of  hit  miflion.

majeftic  Niger,  glittering  tothenioni- 
Ing  fun^  as  broad  as  the  Thames  at

.  jtfty  from  Well  to  Eaft,  through  the 
middle  of  a  very  cxtfnfive  town, 
which  his  frllow  travcUets  told  him 
tw-^s  S;^go,  the  capital  of  the  great 
kirj{?dom  of  fiambara. 

Uib  euxitioas  were  exquiflte  :  and 
it  were  uojuil  not  to  give  them  in  his 
cmn  words— I  haileoed  to  the 
brink  of  the  river,  and  having  drank 
of  the  water,  lifted  up  my  fervent 
thanks  in  prayer  to  th<  great  Ruler 
<^f  all  things,  f(ir  havinfr  thus  far 
crowned  my  endeavours  with  fuccefs." 

The  houfes  of  Sfg;o  are  of  clay, 
with  flat  roofs;  many  of  them  two 
.  ftoricb  high,  and  white  waflied.  Moor> 
ifh  mbfques  arc  feen  in  every  quarter 
ef  the  city,  which  contains  about 
30»ooo  inhabitants.'  The  boats  on 
the  river  are  numerous,  and  the  fur- 
l^nding  country  well  ciiltivated. 
Scgo  is  the  rtfidence  of  Manfung, 
K-ng  of  Bambara,  a  Negro  j  who, 
fcjrtul  of  the  malip^narit  cruelty  of 
the  Mooriih  irihabiiatits  towards  a 
Chriilian  flrangcr^  fent  to  deflre  Park 
CO  quit  his  dominions,  giving  him 
5000  cowries  to  defray  the  expences 
of  bis  journey.  An  hundred  of  thefe 
cowries,  or  littie  fhdls,  will  maintain 
a  nnan  and  his  hoiic  24  hours  in 
Jlambara. 

After  leaving  Sego,  the  firft  town 
of  note  at  which  Mr  P,  arrived,  in 
the  direction  of  N.  ii..  was  Kabba, 
fito.  "d  in  the  midft  of  a  beautiful 
and  highly  cultivated  country,

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was  the  feafon  of  the  Shea  harveft  i 
which  con6fts  in  gathering  the  fruit 
producing  the  butter*tree.  The  tree 
itfelf  refembles  the  American  oak  ; 
and  the  nut,  from  the  )teniel  of  which 
the  butter  is  prepared,  refentbles  a 
SpTtiifh  oHvf.  Th  btittrr,  obtained 
by  limply  boiiinii  th's  kernel  in  water, 
is  whiter,  firmer,  and  has  a  finer  fla- 
vour than  any  that  can  be  m  dc  from 
cows*  milk,  and  h^^s  alfo  the  advan- 
tage of  keeping  without  fait 

Mr  P.  proceeded  two  days  journey 
to  Sitta«  and  intended  from  thence  to 
have  advanced  to  Jeun^,  Tombu£lo, 
and  Huufa,  the  principal  cities  on  the 
Niger  ;  but  was  deterred  by  the  in- 
formati"n  that  the  two  firft  places 
were  wholly  under  the  influence  of 
the  Moors.    In  returning  homeward, 
Mr  P,  followed  the  hankn  oi  the 
Niger  and  traced  back  that  great  riter 
nearly  to  its  footce.   During  the 
courfc  of  this  peregrination,  he  en- 
countered the  tropical  rains  in  all  their 
violence  |  and  was  chiefly  indebted 
for  his  fii^nport  to  theDoody,  or  chief 
man  in  each  place  ;  one  part  of  whofe 
duty  it  is  to  provide  for  the  neccfli- 
tous  traveller.    To  fuffer  the  Kini^'a 
ftrangcr  to  depart  hungry  (fuch  ia 
the  phrafe,)  is  an  oflPence  of  a  ytry 
heinous  nature.-»The  generofity  of 
the  Negroes  often  made  them  refufe 
cowries  in  payment,  but  their  fupcr- 
flition  made  them  earned  aftcr^^^«r 
or  charms.

Wttonsof  <ieToUoi>;  and  the  churches 
became  crouded  places  of  rcl'ort.

gious  templeb  that  the  illuftrious  con- 
vert to  the  catholic  faith,  Monf.

From  that  place,  where,  a  few  moons 
before,  he  had  dcfcanted  on  the  glo- 
rious conqiiells  of  philolophy  over 
fuperftition,  and  of  li!)trtv  and  the 
rights  of  man  over  dcfpotiim  and  ild- 
vcry ;  he  now  poured  forth  the  re- 
cantation of  his  errors  io  fo  eloquent 
and  touching  a  ftrain»  that  the  neigh* 
bouring  fquare  and  ftrects  re-ech  cd 
the  long  and  tumultuous  applaufes 
of  his  fair  auditory,  for  the  majority 
were  always  ladies. 
^        The  Itdlurcr,  not  fatisfied  with

Upon  Abraham  Effendi^s  arrival,  the 
fafhionable  and  butterfly-tribe  for-

cay, after  gildinj^j  for  a  moment  its 
venerable  ruius  with  their  glittering 
wings. 

But  another  feft  was  pow  arifin^t 
which  threatened  more  formidable 
danger  to  the  rotnan  catholic  religion 
than  all  the  edi&s  of  jacobin  ferocity. 

Some  ferious  and  well-intentioned 
men,  who  were  fcrnfibie  that  tfie  hu- 
man mind  without  religion  Iccis  a 
void,  which  fomcthing  belter  muft 
be  iuuud  to  iA\  up  than  the  doctrine 
of  atoms,  or  the  worihip  of  reafon, 
have  become  tbe  founders  of  a  new ,

No  foonerhad  he  left  them, 
out  he  repaired  to  the  palace  of  the 
Sheick,  and  by  ihc  virtue  of  Solomon's 
leal  which  he  had  difcoveredi  and  which 
.made  him  fecnre  of  fuccefs  in  all  hit  en* 
tcrprlzcs,  he  fooa  b-ri;g^it  Palmyra  to 
the  winf'ow  of  hf  r  lat  lit)  's  paiacr  ;  where 
Ihc  contemplated  him  with  cyta  a&  fa- 
Toarablet  at  if  he  had  been  Srid  hiinf«>ir. 
She  did  n^^t  indeed  fee  the  fcal  of  Solo- 
mon, whith  li<f  carried  tied  about  his 
neck  with  a  red  ribbon,  fo  that  his 
eloatht  concealed  it  from  the  fi^fat  of 
others:  fuch  was  the  virtue  of  this  feal, 
that  whenever  he  moved  it  to  hit  heart, 
lie  communicated  the  heart  of  the  perfon 
lie  looked  atf  at  foil  knowIMfte  what 
bedeCred,  a^  if  he  hid  captained  himfelf 
by  letter.  Painhyra  Immedlaiely  under- 
ftood,  that  Adonai  dcfired  that  (he  woold 
watch  her  oppertunhy,  and  to  quit  the 
Sheick's  palace  in  three  days,  and  meet 
himjuftbyin  an  allry,  whcrethey  might 
be  out  of  the  view  of  paflcngers,  and  fo 
might  goonmolefted  where  they  pleafed. 
Palm^a  during  the  interval  of  three  days 
thought  corftanMy  upon  the  vifion  (he 
had  reel),  for  Ibe  thought  Adonai  an  an- 
gel fent  to  her  deliverance  by  God's  holy 
p>rophet,  and  refolved  to  meet  him  at  the 
timi-  appointed.  Siie  accordinply  went 
thiee  days  after  to  the  place  of  rendez- 
vous, covering  her  face  with  a  vcti,  and 
at  foon  as  (he  arrived  there,  perceived, 
that  fomcbody  rhrcw  his  arm  ah  nK  her 
neck  ;  whereupon  fhc  lifted  up  her  vri!, 
and  feeing  the  is^c  of  Adonai,  whuU 
cyet  beamed  upon  her  with  inexpreflible 
fweetnefs,  (he  thought  herfclf  i'crurc  i;i 
the  care  of  an  angr!,  fent  bv  t^r  prophet 
to  her  deliverance,  ana  they  walked 
.  tbroogli  the  ftreeta  of  Damalciw  till  they 
came  to  the  palace  where  Seid  and  his 
friends  were  afl^mhled.  Such  was  the 
virtue  of  the  feal  of  Solomon,  that  no 
body  perceived  them  at  they  went  along, 
a  thick  roift  concealed  them  from  the 
eyes  of  the  vulvar,  and  enrrred  tf  c  apart- 
ment where  Palmyra's  lover  waited  for 
tbeni  witb  impatience,  wkbout  being 
Icen  cither  by  him  or  any  of  hit  affoi  i- 
atei.

fell  from  the  place  where  he  had  held  it 
before  {  the  mill  wat  dtfpelled,  and  Pal- 
myra and  Adonai  ftood  before  themi 

the  charms  of  the  former  (hone  with  a 
new  lulirc,  (he  appeared  to  refemble  one 
of  thofc  beings,  in  whofe  cnibr acea  the 
faithful  are  ever  bUft  in  paradife,  and 

Ad(  nai  fremed  to  equal  in  bcufy  thole 
youths,  who  prrf'-nt  a  delicious  jpoiioa 
to  thejud,  immediately  after  thetr  en* 
trance  into  that  abode  of  never  fading 

joys. 

All  that  were  prclent  Itarted  from  their 
feats  in  aftonilliincni  and  admiration, 
and  Seid  in  Vapturet  ran  to  embrace 
Palmyra  and  Adonai  ;  he  folded  them 
in  ^iis  arms  wish  th-r  faruc  tendrrncfs, 
aad  the  iiaafports  of  love  fcenied  to 
e<^ai  the  ebullitiont  of  ftratitude.  If 
his  heart  overfluwrd  with  joy,  at  feeing 
himfelf  again  prir  fTed  of  a  world  of 
charms  in  Palmyrj,  he  knew  himfelf  in-, 
debtcd  for  hit  happineft  to  the  friendlhip 
of  Adonai,  and  gr.  titude  was  in  him  at  > 
powerful  as  love.  T »  fuch  a  flight  did 
he  c^rry  it,  that  he  immediately  fwore 
tbat  he  would  do  hit  utmoft  to  make 
Adonai  Sheick  of  Damafcut,  if  Palmyra: 
would  confent  to  it,  and  his  friends,  fe- 
cond  him  in  thr*  rnterprizc  Palmyra  ^ 
rvadily  sirred,  upon  condition  ker  fi^ 
ther's  life  might  be  fpaied  ;  and  the  par-  * 
tifans  of  Seid  vowed  that  they  wf-re  de- 
termtued  to  (j^tW  the  laft  drop  of  their 
blood  in  bit  caofe. 

It  was  not  at  all  nece(Eiry  to  proceed 
fo  far  ;  Ad(  nat,  by  being  poflTeflTcd  of  the 
feat  of  Solomon,  won  the  hearts  of  all 
that  faw  him  ;  he  in  a  fhort  time  made 
fo  COnGderable  a  party,  thit  his  ad  he* 
rtn'?,  with  thofc  th^c  St  id  sn  1  his  frieitdt 
pained  over  at  the  lame  time,  might 
have  eafily  depofed  the   S>>cick,  and 
.given  (he  govrrnment  of  the  town  to 
Adonai,  iiad  not  Zopyr,  as  foon  as  ever 
he  h\d  inils'd  his  daughter,  f?nt  an  ex- 
prefii  lo  ttte  Caiiift  to  let  hifi-  know  that 
be  could  no  longer  keep  Daimafcot  in 
fiibje<J)ion  to  his  authority,  except  he 
leiu  a  bdfly  of  troops  to  his  afTiftance  : 
he  accordingly  lent  ten  thnufand  men  to 
Damafeus,  under  the  command  of  Al- 
manza,  who,  though  not  above  four'and* 
tuenty  years  of  age,  had  given  jireater 
proofs  of  his  courage  and  condu(^  than 
any  general  of  that  age.  As  foon  at  AI- 
roansa  arrived  with  thia  body  of  men,  a 
ff'  p  was  put  to  t^ie  proceedings  (  f  Ado- 
nai and  Scid's  partUani.   The  foldiera 
•  of  Almanza  immediately  became  inafV> 
ters  of  the  town,  and  Zupyr*a  party 
look  flifik  iiiMlttret  that  Sud,  and  the 
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Mlier  frieniSt  of  Adonaiy  were  obliged  to 
abfcond  or  betake  themfelvct  to  flight. 

Orders  wer**  iriv^n  fn  Adonai,  and 
bring  htm  before  tlie  divan,  that  he 
might  be  proc««'ded  againft  at  an  enemy 
to  the  ftatc.  He  waa  at  lalk  feized  by  a 
party  of  Almanz  i's  foldirrs,  wKo  difco- 
vcred  h:m  by  means  o^  an  enemy  of  A- 
donai»  who  had  pretended  to  cfpoufe 
ilia  canfe  in  order  to  betray  him.  When 

he  W3''  hr-'Ughl  brf-  rr  the  '!ivan,  Al- 
manz3|  who  fat  piciide'nt  thtrc,  was  fa 
flruck  with  the  gracefulnefs  of  his  perfon 
and  his  beauty,  which  I'eemed  to  receive 
a  new  luHre  froiti  hii  ilidrtfs,  tliat  his 
beart  plcar'rd  in  his  behalf,  and  he  was 
as  favour&bk  to  him  a»  poflibk:  feeing 
however  that  this  lenity  gave  offcftice  to 
the  o|>pofitf  faction,  he  ordered  him  to 
prifon  undt-r  a  guard,  anti  prnnnfrd  to 
give  Zopyr'a  party  fatisiadiliion,  as  iuuu 
at  he  bad  maturely  weighed  thecatile* 

A  great  ftrupgle  now  arofe  in 
breaft  of  Alm^nza  ;  he  percrivrd  that 
be  could  not  fave  the  life  of  Adonai, 
without  offending  the  Sbeick  and  hit 
party,  and  that  would  be  a^ing  contrary 
to  his  orders ;  he  therefore  formed  a  de- 
fign  to  let  him  cfcape  out  of  the  pnfou  : 
thu  be  thought  he  could  eaCly  efiWt>  by 
going  privattly  thither,  and  giYin^  to 
Adonai  a  difguife  in  which  he  might 
make  his  efcapt,  and  iiy  to  fome  city 
where  the  power  of  the  Sheick  coald 
Slot  reach  him* 

This  Adonai  could  have  tfT  tflcd  him- 
felft  had  not  he  loil  the  leai  of  Solomon, 
which  enabled  him  to  become  inTifible 
whenever  he  thought  proper.  He  would 
bowcvfr  havr  ffcaped  with  life  by  the 
care  of  his  friend  AUnanza,  had  not  A- 
liah»  who  had  poured  fo  many  gifts  oti 
him,  and  made  him  profper  for  a  timet 
at  laft  withdrawn  his  proteAion  from 
Adonai*  and  thereby  Ihewed  difappro- 
bacioo  of  hia  enterprtte.  The  habit  of 
a  woman  wat  brought  him  by  Almanza, 
and  by  means  of  this  he  eafi'y  tn^de  his 
efcape  out  of  prifnn,  without  being  im- 
mediatrly  dil'covered  by  any  one.  S  ion 
after,  the  Sheick't  party,  with  a  body  of 
the  foidiers  comTrtnnded  by  A!m:inza, 
came  w:th  a  refo  uuon  to  force  the  pri- 
fon, and  hurry  Adonai  to  execution; 
for  the  Sheick  and  hit  party  fufpeAirig 
the  defjgn  of  Almanza,  had  induftrinufly 
propagated  a  report  amoripft  the  foldi-rs 
of  the  Utter,  that  Adonai,  by  mcaus  of 
,  certain  eachantmentt,  had  deprived  Al* 
manza  of  life,  and  having  aflumed  his 
figure  by  the  magic  power  of  a  talifman, 
wlu^  be  carried  about  hii&|  iutcoded  to 


put  bimfelf  at  their  head,  and  lay  the  city 
of  Damafcus  in  aflies.    The  creduloua 

foldiers,  fire  1  hy  thefe  fuy^j^eflions  of  the 
Sheick  and  his  friends,  dragged  Alman- 
sa  out  of  prifon,  and  hurried  him  awaf 
to  cxf  cu  ion^  tho'  he  afltired  them  he  waa 
thtir  Itj  Irr.  They  however  paid  no  re- 
gard to  his  words,  tor  the  Saracen  toidiery 
IS  naturally  devoted  to  fupcrAition;  atod 
foldiers,  «'hen  unreftrained,  a^  from  Chft 
fi  ft  impulfe,  tike  brute  beaftt^  who  lit 
a<5tuated  by  inUind  alone. 

Thus  wat  Almanaa  impaled  altve»  btt 
own  foldiers  allifting  at  tite  execution^ 
for  they  had  bfcn  To  eafily  blinded  by  the 
arttul  innnuation  of  the  Sheick  and  his 
party,  that  they  thought  they  beheld  the 
dying  agonies  of  the  magician  Adonai, 
whrn  tht-y  faw  their  general  expire.  la 
the  rr^can  time  the  Sheick  and  his  party 
lent  ou(  emtiTaries  in  queit  of  Adonai^ 
who  wat  foon  difcovered,  and  thrown  in« 
to  p'ifon  ;  hts  difguife  hzd  not  the  virtue 
of  Solomon's fcal,  and  as  he  ha  i  lofl  that, 
he  had  no  rcfuurce  left  but  fell  a  vidlim 
to  the  fnry  of  hit  enemiet.  Some  of  hia 
partifans  who  were  not  known  to  the 
guards  were  permittrd  to  iVc  him,  and 
wept  his  approaching  fate,  wuh  as  much, 
grief  at  if  they  had  been  condemned  t« 
die  at  the  fame  time.  Adonai  however 
appeared  undaunted,  and  difcovered 
more  concern  at  the  hapiefs  fate  of  the 
virtiMMit  Almanza*  who  bad  lb  nobly  e& 
poafed  his  caulc,  than  at  hit  owntm* 
pending  death.  When  it  drew  neir, 
however,  he  difcovered  the  fears  natural 
to  hnmatiity ;  and  though  he  had  paiEiNl 
for  fomething  more  than  man  during 
his  lite,  difcovered  all  the  frailties  of  a 
mortal  at  his  death.  The  Sheick  en- 
tering with  four  of  the  foldiers,  one  of 
whom  held  a  cup  of  poifon  in  one  hand^ 
and  a  how-Hring  in  the  o'her,  told  himy 
that  he  was  to  die  that  moment,  but  left 
it  to  hischoice  in  which  manner  he  ihould 
end  his  life.  Adonai  hefitating  too  long« 
the  Stuick  made  a  fign  ta  two  of  the  fol- 
diers, who  immediately  threw  a  crape 
over  his  face,  and  by  the  fatal  bow-ilring 
put  an  end  to  his  life,  whilil  Che  ftrug- 
glirig  (if  his  body  ihewed  how  unwilling 
t  h  e  I  uul  was  to  part  from  fo  fwcct  a  man* 
fion.  ■  0

Secondly,  with  rtfptct  to  the  ajf^Ion 
or  incident  proper  for  a  fable.  In 
fhooiiug  thefe,  three  things  arcf  ne- 
ccflary  ;  it  mult  be  clear,  ihowing 
prccifcly  and  obviouily  what  we  in- 
Uod  Ihould  be  underftood ;  it  muft  be 
ene  and  entire,  and  not  compofed  of 
feparate  and  independent  adions^but 
tending,  in  all  its  circiim(lHnces»  to 
the  completion  of  one  fi nglc  event ; 
and  it  mull  be  natural,  founded,  if  not 
on  truth,  ac  leaft  on  probability  ;  on 
popular  opinion  ;  on  t  hat  relation  and 
analogy  which  thing*  brar  to  one  ano- 
ther, when  wc  have  ciatuitonfly  en- 
dowed them  with  the  iiumiu  iucuitics^ 
af  fpeech  and  reafon* 

A  fable  offends  againft  perfpicuity, 
when  it  leaves  us  doubtful  what  truth 
£ibiilift  iateDd<4  to  convey.  Wc 
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have  a  ilriking  example  of  this  in  Dr. 
Croxall's  fableof  the  CreakiogWheeL 
'  A  coachman,'  fays  he,  *  hearing  one 
of  the  wheels  creak*  was  furprifcd  ; 
but  more  efpecially  when  he  perceiv- 
ed that  it  was  the  worft  wheel  of  the 
whole  fet,  and  which  he  thought  had 
but  little  pretence  to  take  fnch  a  li- 
berty. But,  upon  his  demaridin-:'  the 
reafon  why  it  did  fo,  the  wiieel  re- 
plied, that  it  was  natural  for  people^ 
who  laboured  undtr  any  affli^ion  or 
calamity,  to  complain.'  Who  would 
imagine  this  fable  deiigntd,  as  the 
author  informs  us,  for  an  admonitloii 
(o  repreft,  or  keep  our  complaints  to 
ourfelves ;  or»  if  we  mutt  let  our  for* 
rows  fpeak,  to  take  care  it  be  done 
in  folitude  and  retirement.*  The 
ftory  of  this  fable  is  not  w:-11  Imagin- 
ed, if  meant  to  fupport  the  moral 
which  the  author  ha«  drawn  from  it. 
.  A  fable  is  faulty  in  refpt-ct  to  unity, 
when  the  icvcral  circuukiiauces  point 
different  ways,  and  do  not  center,  like 
fo  many  Ijnei,  in  one  diftindand  un* 
ambiguous  moral ;  and  as  to  the  rule 
that  a  fable  (hoM  be  natural,  it  may 
be  violated  in  various  ways.  For  ex- 
9mpl^,  when  we  make  creatures  enter 
into  unnatural  aflociations.  Thus,  the 
{lierp,  or  the  goat,  mull  not  he  made 
to  liunt  with  the  lioa  ;  and  it  is  yet 
more  abfurd  to  reprefeiu  ihe  lion  aa 
in  lovt  w  ith  the  f  »rc!ter*s  dnuiThtcr. 
ThtLic  is  foraething  in  this  idta  even 
dif;^u(ling,  although  a  very  coiinent 
artitt  has  lately  made  a  molt  intereft- 
ing  pi6lure  from  it.  The  rule  mull 
always  be  infringe  d,  when  we  afcribe 
to  creatures  appetite^  and  paHlons 
that  are  not  coniiftent  with  their 
known  charaAers ;  orellV  by  c  m ploy- 
ing them  in  occupations  that  arc  fo- 
reign and  unfuitable  to  their  rcfpcc- 
tive  natures.  A  f*»x  Ihou'd  ni*t  be  faid 
to  long  for  grapes  ;  a  he  lge  hog; 
pretend  to  drive  away  Hies  ;  nor  a 
partridge  offer  his  fcrvice  to  delve  in

Frngs  have  been  feen  in- 
flated with  a|r,  at  Icaft,  if  not  with 
pride  ;  dogs  may  fwjm  rivers :  a  man 
might  take  a  frozen  yiper  into  hh  bo- 
jfom,  and  be  bit  to  death  for  his  irti- 
prudence;  a  fox  mighf  play  with  a 
tragedian's  headpiece  ;  a  lamb  and  a 
wolf  might  diiiik  of  the  tame  biook, 
^nd  the  fprfner  lofe  his  life  on  the  oc- 

pa^ioa ;  but  who  ever  beard  of  M'clf ' 


phant  reading  Creek,  or  a  hare  ridings 
on  the  back  of  a  calf?

Nay,  the  goblin,  the  fairy» 
and  t-vcn  the  man  in  the  moon,  may 
each  have  his  province  allotted  him, 
Provided  it  be  not  an  improper  one. 
Here  the^  notoriety  of  opinion  fuppliea 
the  place  of  Tad^  and  tn  this  manner 
truth  may  be  fairiy  deduced  from  falfo* 
hood. 

Lord  Halifax^,  fpeakingof  theanei^ 
ent  fabuliib  :  *  They,*  fays  he,*  wrote

The  well  fide  of  th's 
fquare  was  pnncipaHy  occupied  by  t  e 
various  ofRci-8  beioji^intJ^  to  thr  de 
partm^nt  of  llamp-rc  vtiiue,  but  a  tt  w 
years  ago  thde  were  rem  ved  10  bo- 
naerfct-piace. 

The  gate  to  Lincoln's-inn  is  of 
brick,  bin,  as  Mr  Pennant  thinks* 
fio  fmall  ornament  to  the  ftreet.  It 
was  built  by  Sir  'lliomas  Lovaly  once 
a  member  of  this  inn>  and  afterward 
treafurer  of  the  boufehold  to  Henry 
VI  I.  The  time  when  it  was  fioifiied 
la  ftated  to  be  1521.

The  city  of  Malta,  or  the  ancient 
city,  has  nut  much  in  it  worthy  of 
notice.  Valctla  is  the  principal  ciiy, 
and  took  ita  name  from  John  de  Va- 
Icttdt  who  caufcd  it  to  be  rebuilt  im- 
mediately after  it  had  been  almoft 
ruined  by  the  Turks  ;  it  is  built  upon 
a  rocky  ground,  high  and  craggy,  fo 
that  the  Itreets  are  very  unpleafant 
and  nncvcn,  though  otherwife  llrait 
and  large.  The  handfomeft  is  that 
which  reaches  frona  Caftle  St.  Klmo, 
to  the  royal  gate,  about  a  mile  in 
length.  It  is  reckoned  a  very  llrong 
^  place  altogether,  not  only  on  account 
of  its  advantageous  fituation,  but 
much  more  for  the  ftout  walls  flank* 
ed  with  baftioas,  and  other  modem 
works»  added  to  it  oceafiona1]y»  at 
different  timet»  by  the  grand  mailers 
of  the  order.  The  country  about  the 
city  abounds  with  delightfulgardent* 
produ6iive  of  all  manner  of  fruits, 
flowers,  and  herbage,  and  kept  in  ex- 
cellent order  by  dint  of  labour  and 
indiiftry.  One  in  particular,  called 
Bufcheta,  belonging  \u  the  grand 
mailer,  liluate  oii  an  cnufitnce  on  the 
weft  fide  of  the  city,  exhibits  a  grtai 
.  variety  of  orange*  lemon,  citron^ 
^  pomegranate^  olive,  peach,  ne£kariae> 
and  other  fruit  trees.  One  part  of 
this  delicious  fppt  is  made  into  a 
warren,  and  breeds  a  great  quantity 
of  hares  and  rabbits  i  another,  plant- 
ed with  olives,  abounds  with  (lags 
and  deer.  The  whole  is  finely  va- 
riegated with  fpring?,  cafcjiic?,  and 
other  water-woilcs,  and  aciomcd  with 
a  moft  (lately  palace,  whofe  apart* 
meats  art.magoificently  furniftied. 

In  this  city  are  feveu  churches,  the 
moft  coufiderable  of  which  is  the  ca* 
thedral,  dedicated  .to  St.  John,  the 
patm  of  the  orderi  whofe  right  hand

eighth,  which  was  called  that  of  An- 
gleterra,  or  England,  but  this  baa 
been  aboltihed£nce  the  Reformation* 
The  name  s  of  the  others  are  Provence. 
Auverguia,  France,  Italy,  Arragon, 
Germany,  and  Spain  or  Caftile  :  each 
has  its  great  hall,  where  they  hold 
their  national  councils,  before  they 
meet  in  the  great  hall,  where  the 
grand-ma(\er  is  chofen,  and  evety 
important  point  relating  to  the  com- 
munity difcuifcd  and  determined. 

The  grand-mailer  always  refidesin 
this  city ;  his  palace  is  a  moft  fump- 
tuous  edifice,  by  far  the  largeft  and 
moft  magnificent  in  the  whole  ifland; 
and  here  is  held  ti.e  general  chapter 
or  afiicmbly  of  the  knights  of  the  Hr It 
order,  or,  as  they  are  ftyled,  the 
knights  of  the  great  crofs. 

Near  the  caftle  of  St  Elmo,  is  % 
very  noble  holpital,  in  which  cvtry 
fick  perfon  has  a  feparate  room,  w  ith- 
in  a  ipacious  hali,  thirty  yarus  wide, 
and  ten  in  breadth.  There  are  twen- 
ty-five of  thefe  chambers  oo  each  fide 
of  the  hall,  divided  by  a  wide  gallery, 
which  runs  through  it  from  end  to 
end.  The  fick  are  lodged  in  the 
moft  commodious  manner,  and  hot 
only  attended  by  phyficians  and  fur- 
gtons,  but  ferved  by  the  knighta.

Arpafia  was  full  of  goodnefs  :  (he 
aticniiv'Iy  heard  tlitm  recite  her 
birth,  and  tiic  wonderful  mytttry  of 
her  exifttoce.  Her  heart  owrflowed 
with  the  effttfioDS  of  gratitude  to  the 
benign  Author  of  her  being* 

Day  fucceeded  dayt  and  the  virgin 
was  at  ber  orifons,  conftant  as  the 
ihorotng  dawn,  with  her  face  towards 
ihe  Eaft  Her  prayers  were  filent, 
but  not  in  vain.  The  divine  objedl 
of  her  mtditanon  proved  her  watch- 
ful guardian,  and  lecretly  condud:ed 
her  by  the  infctutable  laws  of  his  Pro- 
vidence.

Noble  natures  only  are  iuictpiible 
of  generon'^  Icntimei.ts.  Her  lovef 
was  warnud  with  JEihereai  ardour, 
which  heavtn  aiid  Arpafia  alone  could 
infpire.  Ht  ftudioufly  improved  the 
precious  moments  of  her  prefcnce^. 
hoping  an  equal  return  of  affedion. 

The  beauteous  maid  was  not  infen* 
fible  to  tender  emotions.  Thefe  io<* 
tervicws  began  to  wake  the  latent 
fparks  of  pafiion  in  her  brea{l,  whidt 
only  needed  fanninrr  into  flniT^e. 

Three  moons  revolved  iheir  orbs, 
when  the  Ptrfian  youth  gained  the 
entire  iamiiiarity  of  Iter  he  loved. 
His  repeated  ofi&ces  of  kindnefs  at 
length  excited  the  attention  of  the 
virgin^  and  inclined  ber  to  confider 
the  perfon  of  him  who  incel&ntly 
ftrove  to  pleafe  her  in  every  thing. 
She  was  imperceptibly  induced  to 
view  his  outward  mien  and  form  ;

The  Earl  of  Kinnoul  ttated  hia  difap* 
probation  of  certain  pant  of  tbe  Bill, 
jind  hh  np;)r-Iu  nfion  that  the  meadirc 
would  evtotually  tend  rather  to  u.jure 
thcfe  dittiiK^ions  of  rank  and  Itanuii, 
which  Co  btpptty  fubfitted  in  thit  Coun- 
try. It  was  not  then  his  intention  ro

The  BMop  of  Rochtjler  rofe  to  exprefs 
hit  decided  ttikappiobaiiun  of  the  loca- 
fure*  He  bad  hoped  the  obfe^iona  on 

•the  face  of  the  Bi!l  were  fufficieiit  to  in- 
duce their  Lordibipt  to  confign  it  to 
cverUfting  reft.  But  now  jt  was  at- 
tempted to  be  pufhed  on,  he  deemed  it 

-hia  duty  to  come  forward  and  oppofe  it* 
IF  the  provifions  of  the  Bi  l  only  went  to 
cniurce  the  perioaal  attendance  of  the 

.Officers  and  C!e'k»,  be  flioutd  have  no 
c^eAion  to  it.  But  the  knocking  off* 
fuch  a  number  ot  Holidays  wi*i  not  fo 
innocent  a  cneaiure  as  the  framers  oh  the 
Bill  might  have  fuppolcd.  The  Holi- 
days in  queftion  w  ere  of  two  fortt^Firft, 
thofc  enadled  by  Pjriumcnt  in  the  6th 
of  Edw3r«<  the  Sixtli  ;  and  (f-Cundly, 
thoir  cAabiiilicd  by  uiagc^  as  thole  m 

.compliment  to  thr  Roy*!  Family,  and 
other  occafions.  Of  the  Religious  Holi- 
days, hcfi'les  Sundiv,  only  three  wtre 
leit  untouched.  Mi^rc  reipcA  in  this  in- 
fiance  wai  paid  to  thole  Holidays  of 
ufage.— >But  he  hoped  the  Houfe  would 
coii&der  the  importance  of  /he  meafure. 
and  paofe  before  they  proceeded  to  carry 
it  into  eSea.  ^ 

.  The  Lwd  Cbanetllor  obferved,  that 
though  hf-  ai  quirfccd  in  much  of  what 
feU  trom  tlit  Kcv.  Prelate,  yet  he  could 
not  go  with  him  to  the  extent  of  rtjedliog 
the  Bill*  He  was  ready  to  contefa  the 
Bill  in  queOion  involved  a  very  ferious 
and  weighty  confuicration,  and  the  Houfe 
Ibould  be  cau'.ious  in  adopt ai^'  it  to  the 
full  ex  ent*  It,  however,  contained  many 
wholelome  regulations,  particularly  thofc

doubted  not  but  the  fcnous  and  welt- 
founded  objc<Stions  to  the  mcalure  would 
be  done  away  in  that  llage  of  the  Bill. 

The  Lord  Cbawillor  then  put  the 
queftion  tor  the  conDmitment  of  the  BilU 
which  was  rclolvcd  by  the  Houfe  in  tbe 
affirmative,  and  fixed  tor  Thurfday  next.

The  Barlcf  Liverpool  role  and  took, 
a  pf^ncra!  view  ot  th-  inconveniences  andr 
grievances  unilcr  which  that  dclcription; 
of  commercial  men,  who  applied  to  thei 
Xegiflature  for  this  Kll,  laboured  nndei* 
the  prcfent  regulations.  He  Hated  the 
various  flepk  vihich  the  parties  had  takett 
in  order  to  remove  thnfe  inconveniences^ 
which  all  proved  ioeffieatiout,  and  the/ 
found  themlevea  conftrained  to  have  re* 
courfe  to  the  interference  of  th-  Legifla- 
ture.  In  this  part  of  his  Ipeech,  bia 
Lordibip  defcribM  generally  tne  nature 
of  the  two  AAi  which  had  been  obtained 
for  the  regulation  of  the  points  in  quef- 
tion,  namely,  thofe  of  the  ytb  of  the  latc» 
and  a6th  ot  the  prefent  King.  Still  fta^ 
tber  provi6ons  were  eeceflary.  He  thcia 
adverted  to  the  very  refpfsf^ible  charac- 
ters of  the  pcrfons  who  pjincipally  pro- 
moted the  meafure,  and  who,  according 
to  every  conftruAioe  they  could  put  0- 
p<in  the  excfli'ig  \sws,  were  decidedly  o£ 
opinion  that  further  legiflstive  provificna 
were  neccflary.  He  pointed  out  (he  un-* 
favourable  circumftancet  nnder  whick 
the  Ship  Owners  were  now  placed,  and 
the  great  wei^rht  of  refpendbility  laid 
upon  thcifi.  He  knew  fevcrai  of  the 
leading  men  in  this  important  branch  eC 
commerce,  two  particularly,  who  dc-  ' 
chred  they  mull  withdraw  from  it,  and 
fell  their  properrirs  therein,  if  not  reliev- 
ed by  Parliament.  Surely  the  Houfe 
could  not  think  of  placing  the  Stiip 
Owners  on  the  fame  footing  with  Car- 
riers. The  laws  of  Holland  and  ether 
foreign  maritime  countries  were  far  more 
favourable  to  the  Ship  Owners  than 
rhofr  of  Great  Britain  would  be,  fvrri  if 
the  Biil  Ihould  pals.  Under  thclc  im- 
prcfUonsy  as  well  as  in  confcquence  of 
the  varioua  applicaitona  that  were  made 
to  him,  t  e  i}  erix^r!  ir  his  duty  to  move, 
"  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  a  iccond 
time.** 

Urd  Tbudtm  ebJcAcd  to  tbe  fiirthcr 

pvogrdh 
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progrcCt  of  the  Fill.  The  cflential  pan 

of  the  qucftion  lay,  he  obfcrved,  in  s 
narrow  compafi,  an  J  refpedicd  fimply  «n 
alumtoa  in  the  Billi  cl  Ladlnr.  The 
qttellioo  Ihoald  not  be  regarded  Toldy  in 

a  commercial  point  of  view  ;  the  great 
political  fecurity  and  defence  of  the  Na- 
tioa  wtM  involved  in  it.  With  refped 
to  the  idea  of  difference  between  the 
Ship  Owners  arid  Cnrriera,  they  were 
in  a  great  degree  airimilated  by  the  two 
Aifls  already  made  on  ihit  fubjeA,  tho' 
the  latter  certainty  were  not  held  liable 
to  the  full  cxtrr.r.  Hf  rnntendcd  that 
the  prov^Cons  of^^  the  t,\iitirjp  law  were 
fully  atUqu^kte  to  the  reruov^l  of  every 
thing  complained  of;  and  under  theniy 
in  this  cafe,  every  thing  now  drfired 
could  be  obtiined.  He  alluded  princi- 
pally to  fpecific  cont(a<fls  between  the 

J>artiet.  If  the  Bill  could  be  smeliorated 
b  aa  to  aniwer  any  good  purpofef  or  be 
freed  from  any  of  the  weighty  ohjec- 
tiQna  againft  it,  he  would  be  for  its  go- 
11^  to  a  Committees  but  tbefe  he  thought 
imfMraAicable,  and  woold  therefore  fkj 
TTon  Content  to  the  noble  Earl'e  morion. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  alfo  oppoied  the 
Bill.  His  chief  ground  of  hoftility  to  it 
proceeded  from  an  apprehmrmn  of  its 
tending  to  fubvert  thr  rftablifhed  and 
falutary  principles  of  the  Common  Law. 
Recurring  to  the  particular  qi-cilion  bc- 
fote  the  Houfe,  he  obferved,  that  under 
the  prefcnt  regulations  the  Ship  O Miners 
were  not  ludd  rerponfible  to  '•hr  full  rx- 
teot.  They  were  undoubtedly  bound 
for  aR  accidentifbnt  were  exempted  from 
thofe  which  arofe  in  confequence  of  the 
difpenfaMons  of  Providence,  and  from 
thofe  which  might  proceed  from  the 
enemies  of  the  country.  This  waa  the 
long  and  eftablilhed  princip'e  of  the 
Common  L:\w,  -'pplyin^  to  this  fubjrA  ; 
and  that  it  was  tully  adtqu;ite  to  all  the 
ends  ptopofed,  wat  to  be  learnt  from  the 
higheft  Law  Authorities,  Lord  ITale, 
Chief  Jufitces  Holt  nii  '  Lee,  and  Lord 
Mansfield  ;  and  no  barrificr  or  atlurney 
who  underfoot/  thr  profefHon  could  rn> 
tertain  any  dcubt  upon  the  point.  The 
Bill  went  diredtly  to  fubvrrt  the  principle 
of  the  Common  Law,  a;:  '  to  lubftifute  a 
fpecies  of  engagement,  noi  a  tonrra<f^— 
a  non-deicript  proceeding  !  If  the  Bdl 
pafled»  fo  abfurd  and  contradictory  were 
itt  provifions  as  to  defy  ^-xplanarion  ,  and 
lie  would  from  his  heart  pity  the  Judge 
and  the  Jury  who  were  called  upon  to 
decide  on  it.  He  wondered  how  the  other 
Houfe  of  Parliament  could  fuiTer  fuch  a 
.  ^  to  paiii  tbrougli  it  i  tor  fau  party  bia 


feelings  as  well  at  hit  underftandtng,  im* 
pelled  him  to  rffrr  hi;  proteft  againft  tbs 
turther  progreU  ot  the  Bdl. 

The  Duke  Leeds  thmiglit  the  Bill 
onght  to  be  committed,  where  be  hoped 
it  might  he  !o  altered  as  not  to  trench 
upon  the  principles  of  the  Common  La«  r 
and  to  be  really  beneficial.  If  ihefe 
points  could  not  be  attained  in  the  Com- 
mittee, he  cer'-inly  would  oppofc  ibe 
farther  progrcia  ot  ihe  Bill. 

Lord  Kenyon  was  hoftile  to  the  Bill. 
He  thought  the  propofed  ends  could  very 
well  be  attained  by  private  contrafls  be- 
tween the  parties.  He  defpairrd  of  any 
real  amcnument  of  the  Bill  in  a  Com«> 
mitrec.  ' 

The  QueAion  being  ailed,  for,  the 
Houfe  divided,  when  there  appeared* 
Contents,  io  ;  Non  Contents.  11.— Ma- 
jority againft  the  ftcond  reading  of  the 
Bill,  I  ;  by  which  it  is  loft  for  the  pre- 
fent  frflion.— Adjourned.

Edric  itood  lome  time  mute  with  af- 
tonilhflMlIt,  grirl,  and  indignation.  Ac 
length  he  replied—**  My  Lord,  your 
words  have  cut  me  to  the  foul :  thry  (  eiTi 
to  reproach  roe  with  a  rreacheiy  \v1ii<.h 
I  would  abhor.  I  own,  hitiicrto  ignor- 
ant of  your  engagements,  and  untnink** 
ing  of  the  diflin^lion  fortune  has  made 
b?rween  us,  I  have  dared  afpire  to  the 
lovely  Eleanor,  as  the  only  htetTing  this 
world  could  4ffbrd  t-^hat  denied  me,  f 
fcora  all  further  aid.  1  am  not  a  mer« 
cenary  j  no  bribe  could  tempt  me  to  a^l 
otherwife  than  my  innate  I'cnfe  of  re<5li- 
tude  didlates,  or  make  me  more  afiidu- 
ous  in  the  performance  of  my  duty.  I 
am  already  more  your  debtor  ;hiri  f  can 
fupport,  and  tlic  weight  cir  arcuaiul.itrd 
obligation  prefTcs  heavy  up  n  iny  ipirus. 
I  will  depart^  my  Lord.  Suffer  me  on« 
ly  one  farewell  view  of  her  I  mult  ever 
adore,  and  1  bid  adieu  to  Duiiternc  Caf- 
tie  for  ever." 

Lord  Dunfeme  embraced  him  tender* 
ly,  and  felt  himfelf  unable  to  oppofe  any 
of  his  rcfolutions:  he  granted  hisrequelt, 
and  at  the  feet  of  Eleanor,  Edric  poured 
forth  bis  uninterrupted  vows  ot  unfhak- 
en  fidelity,  which  were  reiterated  by  her, 
who  vowed  to  live  tor  him  ilone.  The 
iriT;  rvirw  becoming  at  lenjith  too  pa:ii- 
fui  on  ail  tides,  they  were  obliged  to 
.part.  Edric  buckled  on  his  diifc,  and 
.  after  being  prevailed  on  to  accept  a 
Iword  of  confidtrable  value,  from  the 
fUmory  ot  tnc  Earl,  departed. 
'  He  wandered  to  ^he  borders,  and  was 
readily  rifceived  a  Yolunteer  into  the  for- 
ces of  Si'  John  Cope,  who  had  rhrn  the 
con;mand  ur  a  lirge  body,  attempting  to 
fubdue  the  Scotrilh  rebels,  who,  in  the 
year  1745,  gave  Eng  and  fo  much  alarm. 
He  fignalizcd  himl'elf  with  the  greatefl 
brjverv  m  feveral  fkirmilhes,  wfitn  the 
unfortunate  defeat  ot  the  forces,  ta 
which  that,  brave  commander  loft  hia 
life;  thrtatciicd  him  with  a  fimilar  hte» 
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He  fought  with  a  desperation  thai  baf- 
ftrd  j!I  ti  c  efforts  of'  the  enemy  to  iub- 
due  lutii ;  tiil,  exhanf^.  d  by  faitgue  and 
w  aiii  o\  It  ft,  he  funk,  inffiifible  tn  al!  2- 
roun*i  him,  upon  :hc-  crrth,  arr!  was  Utt 
lor  dead  among  ihc  flain.  A  Icihstgic 
it»|M«r  fucceeded  hit  fainting  fir,  from 
\vhif  ri  Vic  awoke  rcfrcfhevl,  but  weak  jnd 
f-niiih'd.  Tilt*  !i.aifs  f)f  ui^'I.c  ucre  fai- 
rail,  and  tie  loui-.d  hinUelf  10  clcij^c 
from  Aic))  a  fcene  of  horror  as  was  pre- 
f*nicd  to  his  opt  liirjr  <y<  9.  [I  s  tluthcs 
urrr  wc'  w'.rh  the  t)iood  ci  ihofc  who 
had  btlide  bini,  an  1  ihe  groans  (»r 

the  dyiii|r  wtrc  heard  i"ro:n  every  corner 
oi  this  defoUted  I'pot. 

A  'ij:r:t,  glirtimcrij  2:  through  fomc  dif- 
tam  M  tc*,  kindled  a  fainr  ray  of  Lopo  in 
c  eeriels  brcaH,  and,  as  ucU  i%  bis 
feeble  Arength  wottM  admit,  he  crawled 
towards  i'.  Upon  a  nturcr  approach, 
he  fk  iifKi  it  proceeded  iVom  the  lurreti  ot 
a  Cailic  ;  but  the  daiknefs  of  the  night 
deceived  him,  and  made  the  diflance  ap- 
pear much  kfji  than  i:  was  in  reality. — 
Knowing  fiis  Wf^t  <!  j;  ndel  upon  h;s 
rcaciiing  the  dtlti»ctt  Ipot,  he  exerted 
htmfelf  to  the  utmcA,  and  arrived  at  the 
gates  juft  as  he  fett  a  cold  faintnefscoine 
over  -  m,  and  he  had  but  juU  tiir.e  to 
found  the  laryr  bell  ere  be  plVd  into 
iiilcnfihiiity.

An  ill  ftatc  ot  health  uridcr  which  the 
Baron  Ijh^tired,  had,  they  fatd,  hitherto 
prrrentcd  hie  perlbnal  attendance,  but 
iioped  foon  the  amcndnir?!!  «<f  th^  inva- 
lid would  give  him  an  opportunity  of 
imlti  g  1  is  congratolationa.  Edriclong- 
t  1  I'  pitiently  to  be  introduced  to  one, 
who  bad  "Jib  lo  m'lch  poliTrncfs  dif- 
rhargcd  ibr  offices  of  humjuity  ;  atsd.  as 
foon  returning  convilcfcencc  permit- 
ted, waited  on  the  Baron  in  his  apart* 
ment. 

Upon  being  firft  condii(*>ed  into  the 
room,  Wahlcck  halt  rofc,  but  the  d:  bi!i- 
tated  ftate  of  his  limbs  obliged  him  again 
forrfeat  himrdf,  and  he  pointed,  wuh 
an  air  of  complacency,  to  a  cluir  befide 
hia  QWD*  tiU  cpuAteuaace      pale  ju^d 


emaciated,  but  his  features  were  regular, 
and  poireiTcd  a  look  of  mild  betievoience, 
fnffciing  tinder  an  accumulation  of  mif- 
fortune,  that  firongly  iutertfled  Edric, 
\v!iofe  fympatliiztng  ht  art  was  ever  op- 
en to  diftrefs.  Tias  iiiil  interview  was 
fo  mutually  pbaling,  that  they  agrted 
frequently  to  repeat  it  ;  and  in  a  fhorl, 
lime  they  bccarr.c  molt  iurimate  friends.

If  our 
fhip  cuuld  have  rf  mnined  in  her  firft  po- 
fri  m,  or  our  companion  occupied  the 
fituaiion  he  wiihed,  the  budnrfs  mult 
have  been  fooner  finiihed,  without  fo 
much  injury  being  done  aloft.

I  lis  father  lived  till  Januar\'  1782  J 
but  the  whole  burden  of  lecturing, 
and  the  greateft  part  of  the  bufinefs* 
devolved  on  the  fon.   The  bufinefs 
was  very  ixtenfive,  as  old  Mr  Hamil- 
ton was  conneded  with  many  of  the 
moft  refpcAable  families  in  Glafgow 
and  its  neighbourhood.   His  prufef- 
fiORal  chara^^er,  too,  ifras  high  as  a 
fuccefsfttl  prad  tioncr,  and  a'  ikilful 
operator  ;  and,  being  withal  a  man  of. 
great  hilarity,  and  genuine  humour, 
his  company  was  courted  by  all  who 
rclllh  d    wit   and  good  fcliowftiip. 
From  the  co-opcraiion  of  fo  many 
favourable  circum  lances,  Mr  Hamil- 
ton's piogreU  was  txltemciy  rapid, 
his  outfet   being  cncumbertd  with 
ftw  of  thofe  dif&rulties,  which  have 
often  obtirudiicd  the  courfe  of  other  ' 
young  pra^itioners<  His  father  lived 
long  enough  to  introduce  bim  fully* 
His  youth  did  not  diminifh  the  con- 
(idcnce  of  his  patients  ;  becaufe^  he* 
fides  knowing  that  be  had  tludied 
with  uncommon  care^  in  fituattoos 
the   moft  favourable  for  acquiring 
knowledge,  they  believed  that  he  bad 
ready  acccis  at  all  times  to  the  ex- 
perience of  his  father.  Bygentlenefil 
of  manners,  by  unafF.^ttd  benevo- 
lence, by  the  mofl  prudent  crrcum* 
Ipet^ion  in  all  his  condudl,  and  by 
unrcniitt       atteniioii  to  h-is  patients, 
he  not  only  retained  moil  of  thofe 
who  had  employed  his  father,  but 
added  many  to  the  number.  While 
he  praAifed  exteofively  as  a  furgeoo, 
his  ikill  in  anatomy  made  him  be  con* 
fultcd  by  many  fur.teonsy  older  thaa 
himfclf,  before  they  performed  opc- 
■  rations  ;  andf  in  a  few  yeais,  thdfe 
who  hud  been  his  pupils,  pradifing 
in  diiUnt  parts  of  the  country,  con- 
fulted him  on  itmilar  nccafions.  Be- 
iides  anatomy,  be  taught  botany  and 
midwifery  ;  which  lall  he  prafiifed 
with  fuch  fucctfs,  that  he  was  calhd

Dr  Roebuck  had,  fome  yeart  b^*- 
fore  his  death,  been  attacked  by  a 
complaint  that  required  a  dangerous 

chirurgical  operation.  That  opera- 
tion  he  lupported  with, his  ofual  fpi- 
rtt  and  retolution.  In  a  fhort  time 
he  was  reftored  to  a  (\Mifidcrable 
lliare  of  his  farmer  health  and  activi- 
ty. But  the  tfftfts  of  it  never  en- 
tirely left  him,  and  ftveral  (lighter 
returnft  of  the  complaint  gradually 
impa  icd  liis  conflitution.  He  iiiWp 
however,  cuntinacd.  till  within  a  few 
weeks  of  his  death,  to  vifit  his  works* 
and  to  give  diredion  to  his  derka 
and  oveneers.  He  was  confinedto 
his  bed  only  a  few  days,  and  died  on 
the  17th  July  1794,  retaining  to  the 
laft  all  his  faculties,  his  fpirit  and 
good  humour,  as  well  as  the  great 
intereft  which  he  took,  as  a  man  of 
fcience  and  reflexioni  in  the  uncom- 
mc  n  events  which  the  prefent  age 
has  cxhibitt^d. 

From  a  man  fo  deeply  and  fo  COS* 
ftantly  engaged  in  tlie  detail  of  ac- 
tive bufincfs,  many  literary  compofi*

'I'hcir  anfwers  to  almoft  every  quef- 
ttOD  were  in  the  aiHrmative ;  and  our 
inquiries  as  to  the  name  of  their 
ifland,  &c.  were  coniinually  inter- 
rupted by  inccliant  invitations  to  go 
oo  (hore.  At  length  I  had  reafon  to 
believe  the  name  of  the  ifland  was 
Oparo  ;  and  that  of  their  chief,  Korie, 
Although  I  could  not  pofitively  de- 
termine that  thefe  names  were  cor* 
re'dly  afcertaioedi  yet  as  there  was  a 
probability  of  their  being  fo,  I  diftin- 
gut(hed  the  ifland  by  the  name*  of 
Oparo».until  it  might  be  found  more 
properly  entitled  to  another. 

This  ifland  is  fituated  in  the  lati- 
tude oF  27°  36'  ;  and  by  our  lunar 
obfervattons  of  the  two  preceding  days 
reduced  to  its  center  by  the  chrono- 
meter, is  in  longitude  215°  58'  28"; 
the  mean  of  the  variation  was  40' 
eaftwardly. 

Its  principal  chara^ler  is  a  clufter 
of  high  craggy  mountarns»  forming, 
infeveral  placet^  noft  romantic  pin- 
aaelesy  with  perpendicular  cliffs  near* 


ly  from  their  fummits  to  the  fca ;

Neither  the  plantain,  nor  other 
fpontaoeous  vegetable  produdions 
common  to  the  inhabited  tropical 
iflands^  prefented  themfetves.

The  fmelting  oT  iron  by 
pitcoal,  it  is  indeed  believed,  had 
been  attempted  in  Britain  in  tlie  be- 
ginning the  lafl  cntury.  In  the 
reign  of  James  I.  fcrveral  pdtciits  iVem 
to  have  been  ranted  fur  making 
hammered  iroa  by  pitcoal,  plrticu- 
larly  to  the  Honouriible  Dud  Dudley 
and  Simon  Starlevant.  it  does  not 
appear,  however,  that  anypiugrefs 
had  been  made  in  the  manufa^ure  in 
confequence  of  thefe  patents.  In 
later  times  trials  have  been  made  by 
fo  many  different  perfons,  and  in  fo 
many  different  places  in  England, 
nearly  about  the  fame  time,  that  it 
may  be  difTi  Mik  to  fay  where  and  by 
whom  the  finl  attempt  was  made, 
particularly  ;is  the  difcovercrs  ot  fucii 
piucclits  wiHicd  to  conceal  the  know- 
ledge they  had  gained  as  long  as  they 
could.

the  trade,  papulation,  and  iiidnltry 
of  that  part  of  Scotland,  They 
were  the  meirns  alfo  of  adding  v^^y 
confidcrably  to  the  public  revenue. 
Previous  to  tlie  time  thefc  works 
fell  under  Dr  Roebuck's  manage- 
ment, they  produced  no  advantage 
either  - 1»  the  proprietor,  or  the  ad* 
venturers,  or  to  the  public.  But  by 
hu  mode^  of  coodu£iiog  them  upon 
a  more  extenftve  plan,  by  opening 
wp  new  Teams  of  coal,  and  of  better 
qi;ali*y.  he  was  enabled  to  export  a 
very  onfiderable  quanti'v,  to  increafc 
the  quaiiticy  of  fait,  and,  of  courfe, 
the  revenue  arifing  from  thefe  arti- 
cle:i.  In  thcie  works,  and  in  the 
management  of  a  larj^e  farm,  Dr 
R'tehuck  gave  employment  to  near 
a  ihoufand  perfons  at  Borrowitoun- 
nefs,  and  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Nor  was  it  folcly  by  the  different 
cftablifhments  which  he  projeded 
nnd  executed,  but  by  many  other 
things  neceffarily  connff^id  wJth 
them,  that  Dr  Roebuck's  labours 
were  bcoeficiai  to  Scotland.  Along 


with  th?m  he  may  be  fa  id  to  have  in- 
troduced a  {pint  of  enterprife  and  in- 
duflry,  brfore  that  time  little  known 
in  Scotland,  which  foon  pervaded 
many  other  departments  of  labour, 
and  gave  birth  to  many  other  ufefut 
pn»je£ls.  He  brought  from  lingland, 
then  much  farther  advanced  in  arts 
and  indttftry,  many  ingenious  and  in- 
dttllrious  workmeiu  at  great  expence« 
who,  by  their  inftru^lions  and  exam- 
ple, comntunicated  and  diffufed  ^cill 
and  knowledge  to  others.  At  all 
tImeR  Dr  Rc-cbuek  held  out  liberal 
encouragement  to  rifing  genius,  and 
^^induftrious  me  rit  j  and  fpared  no  ex- 
pence  in  making  trials  of  improve- 
ments and  difcoveries,  which-  werer 
conne^ktd  with  the  dtffrrent  proje^ 
and  works  which  he  was  canyn  g 
on. 

Such  was  the  adive  and  ufeful  life 
of  Dr  Roebuck,  a  man  of  no  com- 
mon cafl,  who  united,  in  a  very  high 
degree,  a  jrreat  number  of  fn'n'd  and 
brilliant  talents,  wliich,  evi  n  iVpar- 
ately,  fail  to  the  lot  of  but  few  indi- 
viduals. l)i(lmgui/hcd  by  an  ardent 
and  inventive  mind,  delighting  in 
purfuit  and  inveiligation,  always  a« 
fpiring  at  fomething  bi>yond  the  pre- 
ient  ftate  of  fcienee  and  art»  and  ea- 
gerly prcfling  forward  to  fomething 
better  or  more  perfeft,  he  thus  unit- 
ed energies  the  mod  powerful,  witli 
the  mod  unwearied  and  perfrvering 
jTMu<try.  To  that  peculiarity  of  ima- 
gii  alion,  fo  fitted  for  fci'-fitific  pur- 
fuit, which  readi'y  combines  and  n- 
niteF,  which  ftcadily  prcfcrvt  s  its 
combinations  before  the  eye  of  the 
mind,  and  quickly  difcovcrs  r(tl(itif»ns, 
refults  and  conCequences,  was  added, 
in  his  chara6ber,  great  promptitude 
and  iirmnefs  in  decifion.  Strongly 
and  early  impreifed  wtth^the  great 
importance  ef  applying  chemical  and 
phyfical  knowledge  to  the  ufcfnl  atts, 
to  the  melioration  of  civil  life,  he 
never  lof!  fjght  of  that  favourite  view, 
and  diicovert'd   great  boldncfs  attd 

refource  in  the  means  aud  expedients

which  h<  adopted  to  promote  u.  He 
was  certaialy  matter  of  the  bell  phi* 
loCophy  of  cbcmiftry  known  in  the 
earlier  parts  of  his  life,  and  though, 
20  every  ft  age  of  that  fcience*  be 
marked  and  underftond  the  progrcfs 
of  the  diTccvcries,  yet  h's  numerous 
avocations  rlid  not  permit  hlr:"i  to 
follow  liiem  out  by  experimental 
procefies  of  his  own.  Upon  that, 
and  indeed  almoft.  upon  every  fubjccl, 
his  mind  readily  grafped  the  njglt 
vfrfol  and  fubftantial  pointy  and  en- 
abled him  to  throvir  out  fuch  hints, 
and  hypothefes^  as  marked  him  the 
man  of  gentut. 

X^oring  thecourfe  of  a  rcjjular  edu- 
cation, both  at  Edinburgh  and  at 
JLeyden,  Dr  Roebuck  ttudied  the 
chHic  nuthors  with  great  attention, 
particularly  the  Iiidorical  and  poh'ti- 
cal  parts  of  their  works.  Upon  thele 
fubjccls  iie  had  read  much,  fclc^ed 
^v;th  judgment,  and  was  well  ac- 
qiiain:ed  with  the  fadls  and  philofor 
phy  of  ancient  governments*  Thitf 
tafte  be,  Cj^rried  wiith  htm»  and  im« 
proved  In  every  period  of  his  Ufe^  and 
ifi  every  fituation.  It  abjindantly  re- 
vvprded  bim  for  the  carneflncrs.  ajod 
diligence  with  which  it  had  been. ac- 
<j'iircd.  It  became  his  favourite  re- 
fourcc,  .^"d  indeed  one  cf  the  chief 
enjoyaiems  of  his  life.  Poflefling  the 
i^appy  talent  of  turning  his  mind 
from  fcrimts  and  fatiguing,  to  ele- 
gant aiiJ  lecrcaluig  purfuil?,  it  w.js 
no  uncommon  thing  with  him  to  re- 
turn from  the  laboratory  or  tbecoaU 
pity  and  draw  relaxation  or  relief  from, 
fome  one  or  other  of  the  ?arious  ftores 
of  daffical  learning. 

No  man  was  better  ac^ainted 
with  the  hiftory  of  his  coontry  than ' 
Dr  Roebuck,  or  more  admired  and 
revered' the  conftitution  of  its  Go- 
vernment. V>y  temper  and  education 
he  was  a  Wiiig,  and  at  all  times  en- 
tered, with  c;fcat  'v.irmth,  into  the 
politic.ll  diiputca  aiid  controveriies 
which  agitated  parties,  in  the  diffe- 
TCAt  periods  of  his  life.  If  the  naturjil 


i^armth  of  liis  temper,  and  his  entbo* 
iiafm  on  tliefe  fubje6b>  led  him,  on 
fome  Of  Of  (ions,  beyond  the  bounds  of 

candid  argumentation,  his  quick  fcnfc 
of  decorum,  and  his  perfe<tt  habits  of 
good  manners,  produced  an  imrne* 
didtc  atonement,  and  ref^orcd  the 
ri^'lits  of  elegant  and  polifhed  con- 
verfatjon. 

The  general  acquaintance  which 
Dr  Roebuck  had  acquired  with  na- 
tural and  experimental  philofophy, 
together  with  his  cUflical  and  poli- 
tical knowledge,  rendered  htm  aii 
agi  eeable  companion  to  the  learned, 
aimo'V  of  every  department,  apd  pro- 
cured him  the  attachment  and  friend- 
fhip  of  many  of  the  firil  literary 
charailers  in  Britain.  With  his  friend 
Dr  Black  h?  lived,  till  hh  death,  in 
clofe  habits  of  intimacy  ;  and  he  of- 
ten acknowledged,  with  mnc'i  frank- 
ncfs,  the  advantages  which  he  deri- 
ved, in  his  various  purfuits,  from  a 
free  and  unreferved  comn\uoication 
ifith  that  eminent  chemift* 

The  amiable  dirp9ficions  of  fenfi- 
bility,  humanity,  and  generofity^ 
which  ftrungly  marked  his  charader, 
to  the. general  intercourfe  of  fo^iety, 
were  peculiarly  preferved  and  exer- 
cifed  in  the  bofom  of  his  family,  and 
in  the  circle  of  his  friends.  In  the 
variotis  relations  of  hufband,  father, 
friL-nd,  or  mailer,  and  in  the  difchargc 
of  the  refpe(^ive  duties  ariling  from 
them,  it  woiild  not  be  eafy  to  dojuf- 
tice  to  his  charadler,  or  to  determine 
in  which  of  them  be  moli  excelled  ; 
nor  muft  it  be  fo^ot,  for  it  reilc&cd 
much  honour  on  his  benovelent .heart, 
that  his  workmen  not.  only  found 
him  at  all  times  a  kind  and  indulgent 
mailer,  but  many  of  them,  when  their 
circumftances  required  it,  a  flcllful 
and  compalfionatc  pliyfician,  who 
cheerfully  vilited  humbleft  recef- 
fes  of  poverty,  and  wiio  attached  thctn 
to  his  fervlcc  by  multiplied  aAs  of 
generofity  and  kinduefs.

Thofe  produflions,  which,  in  the 
manner  of  all  young  authors,  he  con- 
fidered  as  a  figure  fortune^  he  carried 
with  him  to  Boulogne,  in  his  way  to 
England. 

There,  ^  his  finances  failing,  a  d 
feeing  no  great  probability  of  ddiit- 
ance  from  his  wife's  family,  he  in- 
cautioufly  fell  into  a  fnare,  by  liften- 
iiig  to  propofalb  from  the  pn  prif  tors 
and  managers  of  the  Courier  Ve  la 
Europe.

By  that  meafure  the  grrat  objed  of 
the  French  revolution*  the  eftabliiK*  i 
mentofajuft  and  equitable  confti- 
tution^  was  loft^  or  fufpendrd,  and  is 
not  to  be  recovered,  probii))ly»  by  the 
prefent  generation. 

'I'he  military  character  rontrouVng 
and  obliterating  the  moral,  tht-  rf- 
forts  of  true  phllofophy  bccarue  ie- 
condaty  and  occafional,  and  France 
directed  her  proce(.diiig8  by  liie  Huc- 
tuating  fpirit  of  war. 

Briflbt  was  certainly  a  votary  of 
true  Phitofophy,  whenever  he  heard 
her  voice,  or.  clearly  underftood  her 
principles  :  but  thofe  principlcss  were 
not  familiar  to  his  mind  ;^  they  were 
not  always  of  bis  own  acquifitioo  ; 
and  the  fimplicity  and  integrity  of 
hi*  hrart  induced  him  to  con£ide  ta 
other*  \T  ih  blind  credulity. 

The  lirlt  fruits  of  the  war  were  the 
atnjcities  of  the  '2d  and  3d  of  Sep- 
tember  1792,   which   app;ilUd  the 
fpirit  of  Biidoi  ;  for  though  hfe  re- 
tired in  difguft  from  the  Jacobin  ciub, 
he  did  not  demand  and  procure  the  I 
puttiihment  of  the  authors  of  thofe  I 
atrocities,  who  foon  improved  impa* 
ntty  into  a  claim  of  dominion.  Even 
on  the  celebrated  loth  of  Auguft  he 
was  not  a  principal ;  and  in  all  the 
vigorous    anr^    dreadful    movements  , 
which  the  diipoiition  to  war  had  ge-  , 
neratid,  Briflot  only  acquiefced  when 
they  fecmcd  to  favour  the  caufe  of 
liberty.

preacher  (hou)d  deliver  it,  as  his  own 
fentimentf,  and  uoi  read  it  as  the 
feniiments  of  anuihcr.  '1  he  union  ok 
gravity  with  warmth  is  faid  to  contli- 
tote  the  perfedion  of  a  fermoni  I  can 
eafiiy  conceive  that  he  who  reads  may 
pieferve  gravity,  but  it  is  impoffible 
that  he  can  difplay  wai^mth.  If  he 
felt  any  in  compofing  ity  it  will  eva- 
porate in  various  ways,  perhaps  even, 
as  I  have  frequently  obfVrved,  in  the 
difiik  ulty  of  reading  haltiiy-written 
mauufcript,  or  m  the  fear  of  lofing 
the  connexion.  How  common  is  it; 
to  ice  a  preacher  perplexed  by  turning 
over  two  leaves  ai  a  lime,  or  by  per- 
haps dropping  a  page  from  his  manu- 
fcrjpt.  In  a  word,  he  is  completelf 
(hackled,  and  muft  fubmit  to  every 
reftraint  that  can  check  his  warmth» 
unlefs  he  has  read  it  over  fo  often  be- 
fore, as  to  have  it  nearly  by  heart.

large  canoe,  who  again  with  great 
coolneis  took  up  their  piftols  and 
blunderboffes  ;  but  on  an  explanation 
•  appearing  to  be  madev  their  arms 
were  again  rtturued  to  their  proper 
placts;  ihtlr  piiloU  and  ammunition 
were  carefully  wrapped  up,  and  a  per- 
feft  recoiiciliHi ion  leemcd  to  have  ta> 
ken  placf  r^n  both  lidcs. 

The  chief  of  the  Urge  canoe  re- 
qucftt  d  pernr.ifiion  to  be  admitted  into 
the  ihip,  which  being  aflented  to,  he 
came  on  board  accompanied  by  a 
mani  who,'  though  not  afluming  the 
chara6cer  of  a  chief,  appeared  to  be 
a  perfon  of  no  fmail  confvquence,  as 
the  chief  feemcd  to  appeal  to  him 
on  all  occafions,  and  his  countenance 
befpoke  much  penetration. 

After  a  few  words  and  figns  had 
paiTtd  ia  aii'uraucc  ot  peace,  and  of  a 


good  underftanding  between  usjthis 
minii'er,  for  in  that  c.^pacity  this 
iii.iii  ictii.^il  Lo  ad,  gave  U3  to  undir- 
liund,  that  the  chiei  who  now  vifited 
U89  was  the  Omnuiftoy^  and  his 
intelligence  was  almoft  immediately 
confirmed  by  Kanaufi  who  arrived  xti 
a  fmaller  canoe*  and  was  received  by 
the  tribe  in  other  canOes  with  fitnibr 
cevcmonieSf  but  in  a  manner  aet 
quite  fo  fierce  and  boilile. 

Ononntffov  did  not  obferve  the  dif- 
tant  formaliiits  fhown  by  the  chiciis 
of  the  other  party,  but  accepted  with 
great  cbetrfiJneis  fuch  prcfents  as  I 
tonfiuei  tii  it  piopci  to  uiake  on  this 
occaiion.  Thefe  feemed  to  afford 
him  much  fatisfaf^ioo,  .and  to  gain 
the  approbation  and  applaufe  of  s|l 
his  party.  The  chiefis^f  the  other 
tribe  came  on  board  at  the  fame  time; 
to  thefe  alfo  fome  articles  were  given, 
which  they  now  rec€iv«.d  with  muqj^ 
plcafure,  and  appeared  to  be  in  very 
good  humour,  not  only  with  us,  but 
with  On.nnijtoy        all  his  alttudauts, 

Towaicis  the  clofc  of  the  day  this 
great  chief,  with  two  or  three  of  his 
fuite,  lamented  that  they  had  no  ha* 
bitatian  on  fliorCy  and  reqncftcd  far* 
that  reafon  per'miflion  to  Heep  on 
board.  This  was  granted,  and  when 
it  was  dark  fome  iire*wotks  were  ex> 
hibited  for  their  amufement  $  buti 
excepting  the  water  rockets,  thef 
were  viewed  with  little  attention. 

From  our  previous  acquaintance 
with  Kanautf  I  was  not  at  a  iofs  to 
know  in  what  manner  to  provide  fome 
rtfreilimcnt  f  >r  Oi.oHmftoy  /  brtad  aud 
miilautb,  with  ruiu  antl  wine,  were 
fet  bcfotc  bim,  to  wliich  was  added 
fome  of  their  own  dried  fi(h ;  9B 
which  he  and  his  whole  party  feem- 
ed to  regale  .very  -  heartily,  and  then 
retired  to  reft  with  as  much  compo- 
fure,  I  believe,  as  if  they  had  been 
in  their  own  habitations* 

Early  the  next  morning,  Oncnrnf' 
toy  with  his  friends  joired  the  party 
on  (bore,  where  they  were  very  bufdy 
employed  ia  ador&ing  (bei^  perfons 
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ir  the  manner  alieady  defcribed  ; 
^^  i.^cl>  being  accom]*li(hcd  by  hreak- 
iad  time,  he,  aticiided  by  all  llie 
.  other  chiefs,  came  off  in  his  large 
canoe^  and^  according  to  their  cuf- 
toniy  fang  while  they  paddled  round 
the  yeflels.  This  ceremony  being 
ended,  they  came  alonglidc  the  Dif- 
coveiy,  and  txhibtted  a  kind  of  tn^ 
tertaiiiment  that  I  had  not  before 
vyitnefTcd.  li  confilted  of  finging, 
and  v.{  a  difplay  of  the  moll  rude 
and  rxlravag-inl  gcltures  that  can  be 
imagined.  The  principal  parts  wtre 
pcrlurtned  by  the  cliirfs,  each  in  fiic- 
ctilion  becoming  the  leader  or  hero 
of  the  fong  ;  at  the  feveral  paufcs  of 
which,  I  was  pref^oted  by  the  ex> 
hibiting  chief  with  a  fea  otter  Ikin ; 
and  the  Indian  fpe^ators  feemed'to 
regtet  the  performance  was  at  an 
end,  from  which  they  had  apparently 
derived  great  amufemeot.

they  had  played  ihetr  parts,  det'ned 
to  be  admitted  on  board.  Omnnijloy 
gave  us  to  underhand,  that  as  piace 
and  good-will  were  now  completely 
-  eftablilhed,  he  wifhed  that  trading 
night  be  allowed ;  this  taking  place 
accordingly,  feveral  fea  otter  flcins  of 
a  n.i  idling  quality,  a  great  number 
of  fdlmon,  and  various  trivial  articles, 
were  ptirchafed.  Fire-arms  and  am- 
nvinit  on  were  at  firft  demanded  in 
cx  h  u.jre,  but  on  finding  that  thefe 
were  pofitively  and  uniformly  witb- 
hi  Id,  they  very  foon  l)ecame  recon- 
ciled to  the  refufa],  and  entered  it, to 
a  brill<  traflio  for  blue  cloth,  tiles, 
and  tin  kettles,  which  they  prefer- 
red next  to  fire>arm8,  in  exchange 
for  their  fea  otter  (kins  ;  but  their 
fifli  and  other  lefs  valuable  articles 
were  readily  parted  with,  for  pewter 
fpoons,  looking' glafies,  beads,  and 
other  trinkets.  The  party  of  In- 
dians thus  affemblcd  amounted  to  a- 
bout  (ixty  perfons,  who  Cfjnduded 
themfelveii  with  ftfitt  hojie|iy  and 
fnuch  pro|>riet^. 


Amongft  thcfL*    vifitors  was  one 
whofe  charadltr  u  e  could  not  define, 
i^hiii  was  a  yoang  man,  who  fecnied 
to  differ  very  materially  from  the  reft 
in'  his  general  deportment.    He  wai 
dreifed  io  a  blue  jacket  and  tfowfers, 
and  feemed  to  be  perfcftly  at  his 
eafe,  particularly  with  relpe6^  to  the 
pockets,  which  to  perfons  anacquatnt- 
ed  with  their  ul'e  generally  produce 
embarrafTmcnt  ;  he  was  very-  fond  of 
r<g.srs,  which  he  fmoked  in  the  Spa- 
nifh  fafhion,  difcharging  the  fumesi 
through  his  nollrils,  and  alfo  of  fnuff ; 
and  we  had  great  reafoii  to  believe 
that  he  had  made  fiee  with  a  fnufT- 
box  that  was  in  the  cabin,  and  which 
was  the  only  thing  mifled  during  the 
vifit  of  thefe  people.    All  our«dif* 
fcrent  kinds  of  pravifious  were  per- 
fectly familiar  to  this  young  man, 
who  ate  and  drank  of  every  thing 
that  was  given  him  for  this  pnrpo!e, 
without  the  leall  hefitation,  and  with 
the  greatell  glee  and  ?ij)peiite.  His 
perfon  had  nothintr  ol  the  Etnojif  an 
charafter  in  it;  but  from  aticiinvtlv 
oblerving  his  countenance,  we  were 
inclined  to  fnppofe  him  a  native  of 
New  Spain,  who  might  poffibly  have 
deferted  from  fome  of  the  Spanifli 
Vellels  employed  in  the  examination 
of  this  coaft.   Me  was  more  intelli* 
gent  than  anyof  the  Indians  we  had 
found  on  theie  fhorep,  particularly  in 
refpe^t  to  the  different  channels  lead* 
ing  thront^h  tins   dividid  country. 
From  his  mformatiun  v.  e  clearly  im- 
derilood,  that  the  opening   to  the 
north-weft  ot  Cape  Caamano  would 
be  found  to  have  iomc  branches  on 
its  northern  ihore,  terminating  at 
fome  diftance  inland;  and  although 
it  was  a  great  ditVance  from  hence* 
yet  that  branch 'led  to  the  ocean.

I  do  not 
think  when  under  fail  that  it  exceeds 
feven  notes ;  and  with  their  paddles 
they  could  not  keep  way  with  us 
when  we  were  running  only  four  miles 
an  hour.

JOHN  Hamiltom  Mortimer,  a  off  as  he  was  appro:iching  the  mer** 

paiutcr  of  uocommon  powersy  cut  diaa  oi  his  e&ceikuoci  was  born  at 
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Eaftbornc  in  the  county  of  8iiffex  ; 
hi«  father  was  a  coUedor  of  ihe  cuf- 
tomt  at  tha|  port,  who  bure  a  moft 
refpcdable  cfaara^cr*  There  were 
four  childreil ;  Joito  was  the  young* 
eft  ;  his  brother  at  this  time  holds  the 
place  under  goveroment  which  belong- 
ed to  bis  father  ;  and  the  othtr  two 
Were  datighteri.  Our  paiiuer  caught 
.a  love  for  the  art,  which  lie  afterward 
pro  ft  (Ted  with  fo  much  honour  to

CircwmftancfS :  before  his  eyes  were 
conft.'tit]Y  f -me  drawings,  by  an  un- 
cle of  the  nnmr',  wh",  though 
he  never  rofc  above  mtdiocrity,  has 
ye^  It  ft  brhi;>(l  him  fomc  works  which 
wiii  prticrvc  liis  name  from  ohiivioit, 
particularly  the  altar  piece  at  Aylef- 
bury  church,  and  the  portraits  of  Pat 
Alexander,  and  an  old  woodman  in 
the  neighbourhood.  As  this  man  was 
an  iiincraoty  his  works  are  Hill  to  be 
fecD  in  feveral  parts  of  Great  Britain, 
particularly  in  York^ire. 

Nor  the  young  deiigoer  at  k 
lofs  for  obje6ls«  on  which  to  indulge 
his  fportive  fancy  ;  for  the  peculiar 
fituation  *n  which  he  was  placed  0C« 
cafioned  him  to  ohferve  the  proceed- 
ings of  that  ferocious  and  cunning 
tribe  of  men»  the  fmugglerd,  and  led 
him  to  be  very  converiar.t  with  the 
wild  fcenff*  of  nature,  and  the  terrific 
grandeur  of  the  fca,  in  watching  their 
artful  proceciii;!g5,  that  his  parent 
mi).' lit  hcfl  purluc  thofe  nicaiurfs, 
which  the  duty  of  his  oiEce  called 
upon  him  to  fulfill.  Relative  affec- 
ti(;n  micrht  be  faid  to  have  produced 
thw  dciirc,  and  local  circumilances  to 
form  the  peculiar  tade,  of  one  who, 
ever)^wbere  but  in  his  paintings,  pof* 
fcfled  mildnefs  and  urbanity  of  man- 
ners in  the  higheft  -degree.  Were 
nature  indeed  more  liflened  to  than 
it  is  in  the  choice  of  a  profefllon,  we 
ihould  not  have  occafion  to  lament 
that  dull nefs  has  admittance  where 
genius  alone  fliould  be  found,  andthat 
genius  herfelf  had  millaken  her  aim, 
ss  cbooiuig  that  a?ocation  whicb  too 


much  tended  to  cramp  her  powers  and 
ciip  her  wings.  Froiu  cuuc<ttion| 
young  Mortimer  received  no  grest 
advantages,  as  it  was  m^Iy  that 
which  his  oiyn,  then  obfcurc,  village 
afforded-;  but,  however,  from  being 
frequently  in  company  with  men  of 
talents,  he  acquired  a  greater  know* 
ledge  of  the  poets  than  is'genenllj 
pofleiTed  by  perfons,  whofe  purfttitl 
do  not  abfoUitely  oblige  them  to  live 
on  the  fruits  of  the  literary  ft ock. 

Contrary  to  the  pernicious  maxims 
which  the  moft  caulious.parcnts  ge- 
nerally adopt,  in  dilating  to  their 
children  the  walk  of  life  in  which 
they  rtiould  tread,  they  who  had  the 
happincfs  of  calling  this  child  their 
OA  !i,  fanned  the  rifing  flame,  anrl  pla- 
ced him  for  three  years  wuh  Mr 
HuJIcn,  giving  him  a  premium  of 
lool.  for  that  purpoie  j  having  taken 
great  delight  in. looking  Ht  thofe 
drawings  which  he  had  produced  from 
time  to  time  in  copybooks,  which 
ihey  procured  him  for  that  purpolii* 
At  Mr  Hudfon's  he  fncceeded  Sir 
Jofliiia  Reynolds,  and  had  for  hisfel* 
low-pupil  Mr  Wright,  of  Derby, 
names  which  can  never  be  meotiooed 
without  exciting  agreealde  emotionSf 
While  he  was  here,  and  for  a  confi- 
derable  time  afterward,  he  attended 
the  Duke  of  Richmond's  gallery, 
which  was,  indeed,  hii  fchool,  and 
where  his  c'.fllduitv»  his  exertions, 
and  his  op.-ning  povv-ers,  wercfo  much 
noticed  by  Cipriaifi,  and  the  late  Mr 
Mnfer,  that  thry  reprefented  him  fo 
favourably  la  his  Grace,  whole  liberal 
plan  might  be  faiJ.  greatly  to  have 
contributed  to  the  encouragement  of 
young  artifts,  (who,  previous  to  that 
period,  laboured  under  peculiar  dif- 
coura^ements^  from  which  they  are 
now  m  fome  meafiire  freed)  that  he 
wifhed  very  much  to  have  retained 
him  in  his  hottfe,  which  o^er  he  re- 
jelled,  on  fome  account  or  other.

'inunicationB  the  writer  of  this  artide 
IS  greatly  indebted,  and  whofe  heart 
will  ever  feel  the  manner  in  which 
that  obligation,  as  well  as  many  o* 
thers,  was  conferred. 

About  this  time,  Mr  Mortimer  re- 
fjdcd  at  one  Maronne's,  a  bookfcller, 
under  the  Piazzas,  in  Covent  garden, 
where  iie  C()ntr:i<^ed  an  intimacy  wilh 
fcveral  that  were  diltingu:fhed  for  the 
liveHncfs  of  their  parts,  rather  than 
from  any  foh'd  properties  whlcli  they 
liad  to  recummcnd  them  ;  and  he  fre- 
(^uentiy  lamented,  that  the  ctjurfe  of 
life  which  he  then  pariued  was  ex- 
tremely injurious  to  his  health.  He 
then  took  a  houfe  in  the  church- yard 
of  St  PauPii  Coven t  garden,  belong- 
ing to  Mr  Langford,  the  anftioneer, 
and  rcfidcd  in  it  feveral  years,  till  he 
married  Mifs  Jane  Thirfel,  at  that 
chorch,  and  afterward  refided  in  Nor- 
folk-ftreet,  where  his  widow  now 
lives.    Never  was  a  roan  more  happy 
in  fuch  a'  connciftion,  or  a  W(!man 
more  miff  table  when  death  dtrprived 
lier  of  him.    They  pofTefTed,  in  an 
unconrimon  degree,  the  fame  turn  of 
mind,  brilliancy  of  fancy,  and  fmart- 
^  pcfs  of  repartee,  accompanied  with 
the  utmoll  clRtrfulinels  of  temper. 
Stvtial  times  tiave  I  partaken  of  this 
feaft  of  reafon,  and  deeply  regret  that 
it  is  a  banquet  of  which  I  am  no 
longer  called  upon  to  partake. 

In  1 774,  he  exhibited  his  Progrefs 
of  Vice,  taking  Salvator  Rofa  for  his 
modely  and  at  length  greatly  furpalT* 
cd  him.'  in  his  Progrefs  of  Virtue* 
which  he  drew  u  his  compftmoni  he 


was  not  fo  fnccrfsfuh  It  feldom  h-^p^  ■ 
pens  th^t  an  aUtr-thought  wni  an- 
fwer,  for  then  is  loft  the  vivid  hrc 
which  gave  the  glowing  feituie  to 
the  whole.  Tired  of  tht  d  inpjtions 
to  which  he  hail  been  too  long  ac- 
cuftomcd,  anil  inducrd  by  Dr  liates 
to  fettle  at  a  large  houfe  belonging 
to  that  gentlemau,  at  Aylefbury  in 
Bncks,  where  was  a  very  fpacious* 
room,  entirely  calculated  to  (how  his 
paintings  to  advantage, 'and  a  garden, 
from  which  was  iTvrry  extenfive  prof-  . 
pe£i  to  behold.  He  cheerfully  acced- 
ed to  it,«a8  a  refidence  for  the  fum- 
mer  months.  While  he  was  recover-  ^ 
ing  his  health,  and  forming  the  tone 
6f  his  mind  anew,  he  cultivated  with 
greater  ardour  than  ever  his  bold  de- 
fig-ns  ;  and  havin^^  been  introdiiccd 
by  his  learned  patron  to  five  tanul-e'' 
in  the  neighb  urhood,  viz.  the  Ken- 
yans, Sec.  the  Vatch  Chalfont  St 
Giles',  where.  Sir  Hugli  Pallifer  now 
Tcfides  }  Mr  Drake's,  at  Chardilot^, 
Agmondefham ;  Cou^  Hone  Scotftowe, 
£fq.  late  colonel  of  the  i^ucks  mili- 
tia ;  the  late  Mr  Grubb,  of  Horferi- 
den  I  and  Lord  Le  Defpcncer ;  he 
painted  as  much  in  one  year  as  a- 
mounted  to  900I.  Nor  did  this  re* 
tirement  prove  abortive  in  the  high- 
eil'fenfe ;  for  having  once  broken  ;he 
charm,  and  betaken  himfelf  to  prac- 
tices more  becoming  a  rational  mind, 
his  difcourfc  now  became  decent  isnd 
guarded,  and  his  attendance  on  the 
duties  of  religion  very  cxa£l.  and  in- 
deed one  that  well  knew  hiir,  ob- 
fervcd,  that  religion  feemcd  to  have 
tnkcn  a  very  rtrong  hold  of  his  mind. 
The  largeft  works  of  this  artift  ?.r? 
fo  well  known,  that  a  bare  enumera- 
tion is  fiifficicnt,  viz.  I.  King  John 
figning  M:^^Miu  Charta  ;  2.  The  bat- 
tle of  AgUiCOiirt  ;  3.  The  Origin  of 
Health  ;  4.  Twelve  charaders  from 
Shakfpeare,  and  fonr  reprefentiog 
the  Tragic  and  Comic  Mufe,  Poetry 
and  Painting ;  5  Banditti,  from  Sal- 
vator Rofa ;  6.  A  fet  of  Monfleft» 
which  were  dcfigned  to  contraft  the 
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horrible  and  the  tender  ;  7.  A  p. roup 
of  Gcniufes  in  caricature,  viz.  John 
fon,  Churchill,  Gulciiniilh,  &  c.  .\s 
a  portrait  painter  he  did  not  ptj^cls 
much  excellence.  Still-Hfe  had  nut 
fttfficicDt  attradions  fur  his  romantic 
mind ;  he  hai,  howcvcrt  drawn  feve- 
red* 

He  alfo  aflifted  others ;  for  the  fi< 
gurct  in  Paton's  Sea  Vievfs,  which 
were  fent  over  to  the  emprefs  of  Ruf- 
fia,  being  rc-prefentatiuns  of  import- 
ant vi6torie8  gained  by  her,  were 
drawn  by  him.    Jervafc  frequently 
employed  him  ;  and,  among  other 
works,  ihc  '^  n<rn  uf  the  (^reat  Win 
dow  at  Sal  lbtiiy  Cathedral  is  done 
by  him.  The  icifure  momt-nts  of  Mr 
Mortimer  wtre  employeii  m  drawing 
dcfigns  for  hookuiiers.     Hjs  defij^ns 
are,  nicked, prcfci  rcil  to  his  piinlings, 
by  thofe  who  hatl  an  opp JX'-uniiy  to 
cxauiine  both  with  attention.    U  he 
heat  of  genius  was  not  cooled  hj 
ftajing  too  long  on  the  anvil  of  in- 
duftrf  j  there  are  fome  fine  (ketches 
fill!  in  the  poflcflton  cf  Dr  Bates ; 
one  efpeciallyi  of  Mr  Kenyon'a  fa- 
mily^  with  the  original  (ketch  at  the 
bottom  of  the  paper. 

It  was  aftoniihing  to  pbferve  with 
what  rapidity  he  wrought^  No  man 
feemed  lefs  confcious  of  bis  own  pow- 
ers than  himfeif,  or  kfs  unwiliin<^  to 
encoiirasfe  others  who  h  id  the  fmall- 
prt'TcnTion  to  excellence.  Before 
he  attempted  any  work  of  irpportance 
he  always  devoted  f(>nie  time  to  the 
peruTal  of  that  aiiihor,  which  would 
give  him  the  ivoii  information  ;  and 
jiidctd,  hiS  convtrfation  frequently 
turned  on  alluiions  to  the  politeft 
writers^  evpreffed  in  the  mod  forcible 
terms.  After  the  Iketcli  had  been 
drawn*  he  generally  gave  himfelfTome 
reily  though  he  often  applied  to  the 
drapr-net  by  way  of  evercife; 

Moi  timer  may*  with  truth,  be  faid 
to  have  been  a  perfeft*  mailer  of  the 
hunian  form  ;  his  knowledge  of  ana- 
tomy, hib  inftrudive  flcill  in  ^every 
Situation  of  the  human  figure,  were 


fuch,  that  at  any  time,  to  amufe  Mi 
friends,  he  would  draw  with  a  com- 
mun  p  n  and  ink,  with  the  muft  cii- 
tical  txa«i.tnc  s,  the  human  (lielcton 
in  any  attitude  ;  and  afterward,  with 
a  di0erent*coloured  ink,  clothe  it 
with  mufdes,  difplaying  a  powtrthit 
that  was  trulv  aftoniftiing ;  nor  wai 
it  here  only  that  he  (hone  with  un- 
rivalled  luftre,  though  thii  alooe 
were  fuffictent  to  fet  him  (as  it  did) 
above  all  competition |  he  wb^^  equal- 
ly per  fed  in  evtry  other  fubjcd ; 
every  objeft  in  nature  imprefled  it- 
fcif  fo  fln>ngly  on  his  imiginatron, 
that  he  never  ufcd,  nor  had  occafion 
for  an  architype :  in  every  depart- 
ment of  his  art,  whether  fubj'*^s  of 
hiflory,  landicapc,  animals  or  ftill- 
lite  ;  every  objeft,  fr(*m  tht  hi:m:ui 
fi.Hirc  to  a  plant,  a  flower,  an 
fc6t,  repiile,  or  flirll,   he  cmild  :e« 
prcfent  from  his  imjgination  only, 
with  a  truth  and  perfe£iion  that  ri- 
valled the  natnre  be  imitated. 

This  extraordinary  artift  formed 
himfeif  on  the  antique  ;  and  herCbe 
applied  wit|i  a  diligence  and  afliduity 
feldom  friund  in  thofe  who  poifcfs 
fuch  great  talents  :  rrom  this  he  de^ 
rived  a  peculiar  .dvantage  to  all  his 
hiilorical  compufirion^  ;  for^  by  the 
happitft  andTmoft  judicious  union  of 
the  idetis  of  the  antique,  with  his  wb- 
fervatioi's  of  living  nature,  he  gave  a 
nohlencis  and  insth  to  the  counte- 
nances of  his  iigures,  which  is  feldom 
found,  even  in  the  ptf  diKStions  of  the 
bed  f»f  the  old  niallers;  of  thofe  no- 
ble and  h  autiful  chara<5ters,  lie  pof- 
ftflcd  (iiLc  tlic  nature  he  imitated) 
fuch  an  mdlefs  and  inexhauilibie  va* 
riety,  that  in  all  his  numerous  paint- 
ings  and  drawings  there  never,  ap-  . 
peared  two  that  were  not  different.

Nature  had  endued  Amyntor  with  a 
mind.  UDComtnonly  f4nguine  from  his 
birth.  Whatever  he  hoped  he  thonght 

rnlltble,  ao.d  teafon  wxs  feldom  able  to 
cep  pace  with  the  fli^^hts  of  hop?;.  No- 
thing could  fquai  the  charms  wiUi  which 
the  dawn  of  thia  world  may  be  faid  to 
have  broke  1^  upnn  his  vifw,  at  thecz« 
pirarion  of  mfanrv.  L'kc  ihe  rrrrpirp 
Jef  nthioueh  a  hpht  mi(t,  every  obj'. 
wa»  maepihed,  and  imaginatioa  wrought 
i»  thr  piclure  imperleAly  beheld,  nothiiiR 
hot  the  coloAra  of  beauty  on  the  groona 
of  happitiefs  Wbtle  the  fun  of  life  was 
xifiiigy  he  never  thought  of  heij)g  f((orch* 


cd  io  it»  meridian,  or  chilled  t)y  its 
parture.  Hfi  fpirlta  were  only  checked 
b>  lciifibility,'and  fcmpered  by  trfidrr- 
ncls,  workingon  a  difpofition  ufuatiy  a/- 
feAionate.

Bat  fte ady 
l«Ve  waa  fo  long  befol-e  it  <«ccupied  hit 
h^arr,  th^t  at  laft  he  bc^an  to  doubt  its 
fx>ltcnce,  and  to  view  the  i'cx  with  in- 
differcnc£  approach  tag  to  diiguft.  Ainyti- 
fer  did  not  tlitti  linow,  that  amtd  the  ' 
crowd  of  £tffnalei»  difgiifttiiff  kf  vanity, 
by  folh  ,  bv  temper,  by  apathy,  there  ex- 
ited luperior  and  nnj^dic  beings,  hard  in- 
dfed  to  be  found,  an4  wiitch  4  nrian 
luiphc  wander  throu^ll  thia  wifUerncfa  of ' 
1;4rto  i'9  end  trlthtnn  Happming  tomeet^' 
wrtile  they  ofleft  hapjieii  on  the  worft  of' 
niortais. 

In  this  Rate  of  nt'ind^  it  ^is  bis  !ot  to 
rteet'  Zctida.  The  iRtfdrft  refcrve  of 

S^t  lida  caulVd  her  ptrrfcdtions  to  be  Icfs 
notic-d  by  fooU  :  and  though  (he  prlTrl- 
fcrf  a  gT:ioeful  perfon  and  moft  intrre-ftin? 
couDteiiancct  and  wovid  have  cjatmed 
Uraok  any  affriiTbly  the  appellation  of  a 
fine  woman,  conkii'Us  dignity  ofchara<S' 
rcr  and  unvt'i'Iukpncfs  to  protrude  theex- 
crllei  cits  ihe  p  iT:{7ii\  left  their  difcov- 
.  fry  to  oblerv^umi  more  keen  than  that 
of  tke  cofMhPm  ^owd  of  beaux.  Her 
e%c8  cjtpreffed  not  roertly  ftreiij^tliof  tin- 
dcrftandiitp  nr  »  ij\iry  of  tt  .1, [v^r,  hut 
slfo  an  iiif;oc<^t  playfuinci; ,  had  under 
natural  fhyncla  to  itt/ngeis,  and  unaf- 
tf£tcA  iDodefly.

^ebind  a  lijrinKr  cloud,  difcoveung  in  x 
t/noufand  fcAttered  lights  his  playful 
beams. 

.Aiayntor  faw,  and  for  the  fit  fl  time, 
received  in  his  bolom  Ihe  (hafts  of  love« 
Yet  for  a  iorg>  time  he  was  «  neonficlous 

of  the  rx'et't  of  brr  pr^fc^'"lil>^^,  or  the 
f  Kiftcnre  ot  hjg  p->^Tio'T  ;  he  rcLrd  i]',m^''  If 
dilcontcnted  if  he  did  not  fee  l.cr,  ami 
unealy  if  fhe  did  not  attend  to  him,  but 
thought  it  only  the  comtaco  effeA  of  a- 
grccdble  converfartpn.  and  j;entle  man- 
jiers.  lint  w.'icn  a  'onfier  acquaintjr.Le 
difcovcicU  to  liirathc  uncommon  fupiri- 
orify  of  her  underftaoding,  that  happy 
intxtuie  of  mUdiKfs  and  of  fifength) 
which  was gentleinnocfnce  tf»a!l  ?ro'"!id, 
and  yet  could  reprels  the  Irripcrtiiicncc  of 
the  c«xcon)i>  and  the  iiJolrncc  of  the 
rake  $  and  wilhonl  either  laughing  at  in- 
decency, or  aife^ing  not  to  underihlld 
its  tendency,  could  fubdue  it  by  the  aw- 
iulacis  ot  virtue  without  the  auftcrity  of 


pnidefy.    When  he  pfrcfive.-^  (he  un^ 
cbavi).!cah!c  fr'tetnffs  of  iter  reT.pcr,— 
the  jun<Jljon  of  all  the  playtulacfs  of 
youilt  "^ith  the  prVidtnce  of  maturity-^ 
the  mind  for  which   icandal  had  no 
charms,  and  on  ubich  fuiArtniTs  tliJ  not 
pa(^  for  fenfe ;  thcthouiand  othct  ami- 
able qualities,  ui^iti*,  concealed  iiom 
the  general  world  by  her  modeHy,  ap^ 
pasted  in  all  their  force  to  his  vigibnt 
ey^j  whe  n      f'-Mvlher,  after  Cdnn-inr  •?

Anx!.*- 
ty  about    fftrtiiie  never    occurr'- 1

fider^lSIr,  but  tf  they  had  not  been  fo^  . 
Iiis  palfiun  was  too  ftrong  to  difcern  any 
obftacle  but  hrr  diflike  :  v  rh  trembling 
lip*  he  difrovcrifd  to  her  his  fenriments 
and  was  aniweied  by  a  dood  ol  tears;  ' 
defpatrfdr  a  moment  fcised  his  mind* 
while  hc  'wa>  fcsrcely  abU  to  cxpu/s  bis. 
t!fra  !  t'  ac  ih.s  i .  mptom  trhboji-c-d  her 
heart  to  be*  eti^'3^;;d,  and  ir  truJy  inter- 
preted Ihruid  irejider  hini  dumb  for  ever, 
with  whatever  confe^uences  to  his  health 
or  to  his  peace.    Wittia  fpirit  of  uti  'cr^ 
ftandin,^,  I'-nL^nor  to  dlfirUife,  (he  »n\jrc>I 
bii.i  bcr  ciuotion  was  only  occaiioned  by 
lurpriic,  and  fpoke  a^probitiun  in  a  re- 
turning fmtte  of  fofinels  inexprelBble. 

The  feelings  of  Amyntor  were  thofe"^ 
of  fhe  fliitterinp  fpirit  UHexpc<r:e  i!y  ad' 
iiii'Jtd  to  PSradife  ;  he  was  quickly  unit- 
ed to  his  ^elida,  and  happineU  actcndctJ. 
their  uninn.  Increallnj^  hsppinets  and 
IncreaHng  pafBon,  for  every  day  new  in- 
ftances  of  aflR<flion,  and  more  intinijrr 
knowledge  of  charavflrr,  coiifirrnrd  aii  t 
augmented  the  cnthufiifm  of  love  ;  there 
was  no  wjjb  of  the  one,^  which  t^e  other

mode  io  which  little  ferviccs  were  done^ 
that  they  ftill  were  lovers. 

T«ro  ^ean  had  rolled  in  fmiling  i^oand 
over  thetr'uotmrrruptcd  blifs,  when  one 
day;  during  an  ev-ning  -i^t.  :^\v.\p  the 
fetting  fun  with  cfri'ic:  loo'hin^  light  il- 
lumined the  a^^jaccnt  regions,  Xelida 
paffionately  exciaiffned»  JDo  you  be- 
lieve that  i'un  which  feems  to  finilc  upon 
our  felicity,  ever  behe?d  beings  more  hap- 
py ?*'  On  that  day  fe'ennight  ibe  lun  ir- 
radiated the  Brmametit  with  equal  luftre* 
but  fa w' no  more  the  form  of  Zelida; 

var.ilhcd  from  the  face  nf  rhr 
ejrth,  and  vi  i'v  thofe  who  have  never 
been:  doft  thou  ftart  who\readcft  the 
tale  \  Think  then  what  fuddeo,  what 
Qilineaftt^able  mifery  agonized  the  heart 
of  htm  who  adored  her.  Dumb  aHonifho 
menr  at  firft  rendered  him  almofl  Aupid- 
)y  infenPibte,  but  when  racking  tornire 
roufed  him  from  that  torpid  flate,  if 
imsginatinr  cnn  conceive  th?  ^f^rt  taken 
out  and  torn  alundtr  while  its  mdcrable 
oWner  ftill  fur.vives,  then,  allowing  for 
the  fuperiority  of  mental  ^  torment,  it 
may  form-foroe  eonccption  of  bit  fuffer- 
ings.  He  awoke  as  trom  a  charming 
dream— a  dream  of  long  happincfs  to 
'epme»  while  many  a  y«ar  fhould  glide 
away  in  peace  an^  love.  The  ground 
had  flipped  from  beneath  his  feet,  and 
he  faw  nothing  but  an  abyfs  in  'R  hu  h  he 
was  to  iink  tor  ever ;  that  hb  uniimued 
joys  (houM  have  vanilhed  in  a  ramnent 
he  c^ould  not  believe  ^  it  wa^  a  dream,  a 
thinp  impfifTible.  In  the  ftill  hours  of 
fiarkneis  nc  raved  of  her ;  each  morn 
when  his  broken  (ljumbers  ceafed  he  cal-

the  madnefs  of  grief  lucceeded  :  the  fi>rhc 
of  that  dear  refemblance  fhe  had  left  be- 
hind htr,  htr  infan',  her  very  image* 
made  him  frantic.    He  haunted  her  fa* 
voored  walks  s  he  rtclined  in  dreadful 
recollr«nion  on  the  ftar  where  he '  firft 
told  )\U  love  ;  he  travcffcd  the  lonefome 
rooms  where  in  reading  and  conycrfatioa 
fo  many  hovrt  had  glided  away,  or  threw 
himfelf  in  a^nny  on  that  bed  where  peace 
a  n  d  h  .1  p pi  nefs  h  ad  repofed .    He  Hole  in 
tfif  rif  ad  of  night,  when  none  could  oh- 
ftrvc,  lo  Zelida^ft  grave  ;  he  hedewcd  it 
with  hit  tears :  he  c<i»fida«d  it  a*  hie 
only  home  ;  he  talked  to  her  in -phrenzy 
a%  ir  Hie  breathed  ;  he  ufed  the  Utmc  ex- 
preilioi  9  i  the  -fame  epithets  of  playful 
tenderneis  to  which  the  had  been  accuG- 
tonted  ;  to  thee  )  come,  he  critfdy  mf 
Zrlida  ;  while  othTs  fly  to  parties  and 
to  pleafure,  I  come  to  thee  with  heartful 
though  dreadful  fatisfadlion»  for  what 
charms  can  I  find  lo  living  fociety  ?  I 
Inve  thee  ftill  ;  1  fwore  J  Wpiud  ever  lOVe 
rhee — I  wilt ;  my  vow,  my  love  is  facred; 
foon  ihali  I  come  again  to  thy  chacnber; 
how  difierent  from  that  which  wo  hswc 
knowny  the  chamber  of  death. 

Srme  months  after  her  dcceafe  a  rnnlt 
was  made*  he  dclccndt-r!  into  it,  he  kif- 
•  fed  the  co^&n  and  ftrcwed  it  with  rofes  ; 
alone,  and  in  the  vault  with  Zeltda» 
hereafter  to  be  their  commo^i  chamber,' 
in  dreadful  contr^ft  to  that  apartment 
of  happine(s  in  which  he  had  been  once 
accuftomed  to  meet  hery  what  toogoe 
can  exprefs  his  feelings  ?
